Northwest Community OKs abortions

Northwest 
Community Hospital's 


board of directors Tuesday voted to 
allow abortions to be performed in the 
first three months of pregnancy. 


Hospital Pres. Malcolm MacCoun 


said the vote reverses the hospital's 
previous policy of permitting abor- 
tions only in cases where the mother's 
life was endangered by the preg- 
nancy. 


MacCoun said the new policy was a 


reflection of community feeling that 


the hospital should make itself avail- 
able for the procedure when agreed 
upon by a woman and her doctor. 


"The reason for the policy change is 


the fact that a number of people feel 
a community hospital should serve 
the whole community," he said. 


"The majority of community hospi- 


tals in the area have been moving in 
this direction," he said. 


THE NEW POLICY does not mean 


"abortion on demand" at the hospital, 
MacCoun said.- Nor does it make it 
mandatory for doctors and nurses of 


the hospital to participate in the oper- 
ation, he said. 


The decision opens the hospital's 


doors to those doctors and their 
patients wishing to have an abortion 
performed there, he said. 


"The hospital, per se, does not pro- 


vide the service in the case of abor- 
tions anymore than it does in the case 
of an appendix removal or hernia sur- 
gery," he said. 


Although abortions are now per- 


mitted at the hospital, he said it 
would "take a little while" for the 


procedures and technical aspects to 
worked out. 


The hospital's previous ban on abor- 


tions, except in life-threatening situ- 
ations, had been in effect prior to the 
1973 ruling legalizing them by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


IN 1974, Lutheran General Hospital 


in Park Ridge became the first area 
hospital to allow abortions. 


At the same time, Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital reaffirmed its anti- 
abortion stance, although some doc- 


tors there had voted to permit the op- 
eration. 


The hospital's 1974 stand drew 


sharp criticism from State Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights. 


"Hospitals that do not permit a 


woman and her doctor to make a 
medical decision of this nature are 
not being responsive to the public 
they serve," Mrs. Chapman said at 
that time. 


She could not be reached for com- 


ment on the hospital's new policy.

the Preservation of Human Dignity, 
said of the hospital's announcement, 
"It saddens me. It makes it more con- 
venient for a woman to make a quick 
decision (she might later regret)." 


Mrs. Rohr said her organization, 


which operates a telephone counseling 
service for women considering abor- 
tions, will "intensify our efforts in of- 
fering alternatives to abortions." 


She said there would be no direct 


action or protest against the hospital. 


"We don't get involved in the politi- 


cal end of this," Mrs. Rohr said.

"I took a job as a policeman for a 


temoorary job 48 years ago when I 
was an undergrad at Northwestern 
University. Now I'm looking for my 
permanency in life." the 72-year-old 
chief said with a smile Tuesday. 


The search for Calderwood's re- 


placement 
will begin immediately 


with the selection process expected to 
tr.kc 8 to 10 weeks," Village Mgr. L. 
A. Hanson said. 


"WE HOPE to have a replacement 


as near as possible to July 30," Han- 
son said. 


Calderwood's official letter of resig- 


nation ends months of speculation 
about his plans for retiring.

The inside story ] 34 killed in Virgin Islands air crash 
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C H A R L O T T E AMALIE, St. 


Thomas, Virgin Islands (UPI) — An 
American Airlines Boeing 727 tourist 
jetliner missed its landing approach, 
overshot a runway, crashed into a gas 
station and exploded Tuesday, killing 
34 persons. 


Henlen Banfield, administrator of 


Knud Hansen Hospital, said rescuers 
discovered the bodies of 33 persons in 
the tangled and burned wreckage. 


Another person on the ground was 


killed by the plane as it lurched 
across a highway smashing a passing 
vehicle and plowing into the gas sta- 


tion and two other buildings. 


Mrs. Banfield said several of the 55 


passengers and crew who survived 
the wreck were in serious condition, 
most of them suffering severe burns. 


The three-engine jet, largest air- 


craft permitted to land on the 5,000- 
foot runway at Harry Truman Inter- 
national Airport, was American's 
flight 625, originating at Providence, 
R.I., with a stop at Kennedy Airport 
in New York. 


Civil Defense workers suspended 


their search of the wreckage about 7 
p.m. Chicago time, although they said 


some of the dead were still wedged in 
the fuselage of the aircraft, chopped 
in two by the crash. 


A Civil Defense spokesman said 


there was still a possibility that addi- 
tional bodies could, be found in the de- 
stroyed 
buildings. They said the 


search would resume in the morning. 


The plane carried 81 passengers, 


among them three infants, and seven 
crew members. 


Robert Brigden of New Canaan, 


Conn., bound with his wife for a vaca- 
tion on the neighboring island of St.

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Senate, voters next 
House OKs school chief change

A proposed constitutional amend- 


ment which would abolish the state 
board of education and replace the 
appointed superintendent of schools 
with an elected superintendent was 
narrowly approved by the Illinois 
House of Representatives Tuesday. 


the resolution, which now must 


pass the Senate, was approved in the 
House 108-57. Passage of a con- 
"titiitlonal amendment requires 107 
votes. 


The resolution's sponsor, State Rep. 


Dwight P. Friedrich, R-Centralia, 
said he wants to return the selection 
of the state school's superintendent 


"to the people Here we are now under 
the guise of taking (the selection of 
the superintendent) out of politics and 
we are really taking it away from the 
people." 


FRIEDRICH ALSO said education 


in the state "was great under the old 
system, but now it's going steadily 
downhill. Now we have a man ap- 
pointed by people who have been ap- 
pointed. And I thought it was very 
ironic that we had to go out of the 
state of Illinois to get someone to tell 
us how to run education in Illinois." 


Supt. Joseph P. Cronin, former su- 


perintendent of education in Mas- 
sachusetts, was appointed by the Illi-

nois Board of Education in 1975. Mi- 
chael Bakalis was the last elected 
state superintendent. He is currently 
a Democratic candidate for state 
comptroller. The state board is ap- 
pointed by the governor. 


Friedrich charged that Cronin "is 


not as responsive to the people of Illi- 
nois" as an Illinois resident would be. 
He also said that some representa- 
tives that voted in favor of the resolu- 
tion said the superintendent's office is 
a "dictatorial thing. 


"Everything is fed from the top 


down instead of from the bottom up," 
said Friedrich, who said local dis- 
tricts now have little say in education 
policies. 


"The threat is over their head that 


they will lose their state money if 
they don't abide by the rules of the 
king, "he said. 


SOME OBSERVERS said Tuesday 


that Cronin and the state board have 
alienated some legislators by with- 
holding funds from school districts 
whose school desegregation plans do 
not meet state and federal require- 
ments. Chicago, Peoria, East St. Louis 
and other downstate school districts 
have been told to come up with new 
desegregation plans. 


Cronin said he doesn't take the 


House resolution personally. "This bill 
has appeared in previous years and 
probably will again for a few years," 
Cronin said. He said when Massachu- 
setts changed from an elected to an 
appointed schools superintendent and 
board of education "we had this type 
of bill for the first five years." 


"The issue is whether the state su- 


perintendent should be returned to 
partisan politics or be above all that," 
Cronin said. 


State board member Jack Wit- 


kowsky said, "It would be regressive 
to go back to the old system that was 
filled with political implications." 


He said the state board has done "a 


fantastic job. They haven't given this 
baby very long to grow up" since the 
state board has only been operating 
for 16 months. 


WITKOWSKY SAID Chicago repre- 


sentatives, the majority of whom 
voted for the resolution, "might feel 
they would be in a better position to 
control the elected superintendent of 
schools better than they could control 
a board of education." 


State Sen. Bradley 
Glass, 
R- 


Northbrook, a member of the Sen- 


ate Education Committee, said he 
would oppose the resolution when it 
comes before the senate. 


"I think we need a longer time to 


give the new system a fair trial peri- 
od," Glass said. "I would hope the 
Senate Education Committee will get 
a full hearing on this." 


Friedrich said the Senate must ap- 


prove the resolution by Sunday in or- 
der for it to be on the ballot in the 
general election Nov. 2. If the amend- 
ment is approved by voters, a state 
superintendent will be elected in No- 
vember 1977 and will take office in 
January 1978.

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34 killed in Virgin Islands plane crash

Croix, was treated for a hand injury 
and minor cuts at the airport. He de- 
scribed the crash. 


"The plane came down hard and 


bounced," he said. "I heard the en- 
gines roar, as if the pilot were trying 
to hold the plane. Then it just all of a 
sudden started breaking up and the 
flames started to come up," Brigden 
said. 


"There was panic," he said. "No 


question about it. 


"The flames just started to go. 


Youcould see the front of the plane 
just fold away." 


Pam Stone, of Detroit, said, 
"I know we still had our seat belts 


buckled and I lost my shoes and my 
glasses somewhere and my purse is in 
there. 


"All I know is that we scrambled 


out . . . we fell out the door," she 
said. "The first thing I remember is 
one lady crying for her daughter." 


Virgin Islands Red Cross spokes- 


man Jerome Saul said the pilot, iden- 
tified by the New York-based airline 
as Capt. Arthur Bujnowski. escaped 
unharmed, as did copilot and First Of- 
ficer E. R. Offchiss and Flight Engi- 
neer Don C. Mestler. 


The three dropped to safety when 


the plane's nose broke off in the crash, 
Saul said. 


A U.S. Coast Guard helicopter 


transported two critically burned pas- 
sengers to the San Juan Medical Cen- 
ter in Puerto Rico when facilities at 
Charlotte Amalie ran out of room. 


Those who were stunned or suffered 


minor injuries were quickly removed 
from the hospital here to Bluebeard's 
Castle, a local tourist hotel. 


The plane overset the runway and 


tried to pull up. 


Suddenly a wing dipped, the plane 


veered sharply and crashtd into a 
Shell gasoline station. It broke in two 
and exploded, coming to rest at a 
nearby rum factory. 


A spokesman for the National 


Transportation Safety Board in Wash- 
ington said the jetliner apparently 
aborted its landing and either "never 
got back off the ground or just barely 
did." The spokesman said the safety 
board was rushing a nine-man team, 
headed by William R. Haley, to St. 
Thomas to investigate the crash. 


Virgin Islands sources said the last 


crash at the airport occurred in 1968 
when a Trans Carribean Airlines 727 
veered out of control in an accident 


similar to Tuesday's, killing several 
passengers, includng the plot. 


The crash came in the wake of sev- 


eral recent visits by congressional of- 
ficials who are considering some $50 
million to expand the 5,000-foot run- 
way at Charlotte Amalie. Construction 
has been delayed by financing prob- 
lems and difficulties in finding a site. 


The airport runway, which begins 


directly at the sea at one end and ap- 
proaches the mountains at the other, 
has been considered inadequate by 
avation authorities for some years. 


"There were bodies inside and out- 


side the plane," the airport spokes- 
man said. "Some of the passengers 
were walking around outside, dazed, 
trying to find their way to the hospi- 
tal." 


The spokesman said residents near 


the airport rushed to the scene within 
minutes of the explosion and helped 
pull bodies from the flaming wreck- 
age. 


An aiprort 
spokesman in St. 


Thomas said: "The runway here is 
very short and you have to slam your 
brakes on very fast.

Carter crushing opponents in Pennsylvania primary 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - 
Jimmy 


Carter apparently won his seventh 
and most important primary in Penn- 
sylvania Tuesday. The Georgian's 
apparent one-sided triumph could 
mark the start of an unstoppable 
drive for the Democratic presidential 
nomination. 


Carter exultantly told his supporters 


in Philadelphia, "I think we're going 
to win on the first ballot. We're No. l 
now and we're going to stay No. 1." 


The pivotal primary in the nation's 


fourth largest state was a disaster for 
Henry Jackson, Morris Udall and 
George Wallace, Carter's most active 
challengers. 


And it may have doused the linger- 


ing ambitions of Hubert Humphrey, 
who hoped that a stalemated con- 
vention would give him one more shot 
at the presidency which has eluded 
him for so many years. 


Pittsburgh Mayor Pete Flaherty, 


the only major state official to back 
the winner, said "This was such a 
sweeping victory that Carter is now 
unstoppable. 


"Up to today it was Carter versus 


Humphrey," Flaherty said. "Mow it's 
Carter versus Ford."

Kissinger skips Ghana visit 
because of demonstrations 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger has canceled his scheduled 


visit to Ghana because of Soviet-agitated student demonstrations 
there, State Department officials said Tuesday. The officials an- 
nounced the cancellation as Kissinger flew from the Zambian capi- 
tal. Lusaka, to this Zairian capital for the fourth stop of his African 
tour. 


Earlier in the day, Kissinger announced a major new Africa 


policy of "unrelenting U.S. opposition" to Rhodesia's white minor- 
ity regime until it peacefully transfers power to the black majority. 
Kissinger told Rhodesia it will face "unrelenting U.S. opposition 
until a negotiated settlement is achieved." 


Fighting shatters calm in Beirut 


Rockets, mortars and machineguns exploded in the streets of 


Beirut Tuesday night, shattering a daylong calm and undermining 
efforts to move ahead with election of a new president. Parliament 
set presidential elections for Saturday to choose a successor for 
chief of state Suleiman Franjieh. The fighting erupted between 
Moslems in the Beirut suburb of Chiah and Christians in Ain Rum- 
maneh, killing at least 10 persons and wounding several more.

Rocky apologizes to Senate, Jackson 


Vice President Nelson Rockefeller Tuesday formally apologized 


to the Senate and to Sen. Henry Jackson and said he "made a 
mistake" in suggesting Communists had infiltrated the Washington 
senator's staff. "In the context of their remarks," Rockefeller said, 
"I would like to apologize to the Senate of the United States and to 
its members and particularly to Senator Jackson for my remarks 
in an off-the-record meeting. There is no question that I made a 
mistake,.." 


Court rules on U.S. heroin scheme 


The Supreme Court ruled Tuesday that the government can sup- 


ply heroin to someone and then convict him for selling it. At the 
time the court's opinion was issued, President Ford was asking 
Congress in a special message for narcotics legislation requiring 
judges to jail dealers of hard drugs. He said some 5,000 young 
Americans die of drug abuse each year and thousands more "mere- 
ly go through the motions of living." 


Judge ponders Hughes administration issue 
A Superior Court judge Tuesday took under submission a move to 


turn over administration of the California holdings of the late How- 
ard Hughes to the County Public Administrator. Judge Neil Lake, 
sitting in the Probate Department, of the court, gave no indication 
when he would rule on a motion to vacate his order of April 14 
appointing Richard Gano, Hughes' cousin, as temporary adminis- 
trator. Meanwhile, a worldwide search continued for a safety de- 
posit box. The Los Angeles Times reported early Tuesday a key 
was found in an office used by Hughes long ago and kept until his 
death. The key reportedly fits a bank safety deposit box some- 
where. 


Debate on federal budget begins 


Debate began Tuesday on the 1977 federal budget, with both sides 


promising jobs for the unemployed and economic recovery for the 
nation and insisting their opponents' approach would bring econom- 
ic disaster. The House Budget Committee laid before the House a 
$413.6 billion budget proposal, nearly $18 billion more than Presi- 
dent Ford requested. It would result in a deficit of $50.6 billion, $6 
billion more than Ford's proposal.

In the complicated delegate count, 


which may not be clear for several 
days, Carter also forged a surprising 
lead with 21 per cent counted. 


Carter had 50 delegates pledged or 


favorable to him, Shapp had 23, Jack- 
son 15, and Udall 9, Wallace 1. There 
were 37 delegates leading who were 


listed as uncommitted on the ballot. 
Jackson had been heavily favored to 
take the most delegates. 


The 51-year-old former Georgia gov- 


ernor's apparent win not only routed 
Jackson, Udall and Wallace but also 
licked the coallbon of organized labor 
and the state party machinery which 
grouped behind Jackson in an undis- 
guised "Stop Carter" plot. 


Carter also took a surprising lead in 


number of delegates, followed by un- 
committeds, with Jackson in third. 


Jackson, from his headquarters in 


Philadelphia, said "I thought I could 
win but I didn't. I have no excuses. 
We didn't get our message across." 


He declared his campaign strategy 


would change, eschewing "•gimmicks" 
and handshaking tours. 


"I'll be taking my views directly to 


the voters and I'll be talking directly 
with the voters," he said. "The voters 
have been treated to candidates eat- 
ing exotic foods, riding elephants, 
playing basketball and peanut farm- 
ers But we don't elect a president to 
ride elephants." 


Udall, the liberal Arizona congress- 


man who has yet to win a primary, 
took the crushing loss with his cus- 
tomary good humor, declaring he 
would not withdraw. 


Udall said he was "a little dis- 


appointed, but not dismayed." He 


called Pennsylvania "a busted play" 
because of the drying up of federal 
matching funds, and said he would de- 
tail in a news conference Wednesday 
where his money-starved campaign 
was going to get the funds to continue. 


President Ford was unopposed in 


the Republican primary. So were 84 
uncommitted delegates with 19 more 
to bt picked later by GOP party chiefs. 


Having won 290 delegates and with 


the two huge uncommitted' blocs from 
New York and Pennsylvania his in a 
convention battle with Ronald Rea- 
gan, the president was only 26 votes 
short of one-half the amount he needs 
for nomination. 


Soliah innocent of robbery: jury 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) - A 


jury acquitted Patricia Hearst's for- 
mer lover, Steven Soliah, of a fatal 
bank robbery charge Tuesday, reject- 
ing two eyewitness identifications of 
him as one of four bandits. 


The eight women and four men ju- 


rors deliberated for 6Vz hours over 
two days before declaring Soliah in- 
nocent of taking part in the $15,000 
bank holdup during which a woman 
customer was killed by a shotgun 
blast. 


As court clerk Pat Hildrebrand read 


the verdict, Soliah and his two court- 
appointed attorneys embraced emo- 
tionally. Elsie Soliah, the defendant's 
mother, broke into tears and threw 
her arms around him. 


"I just feel so wonderful," she de- 


clared. 


Without talking with reporters, So- 


liah left the courthouse with his moth- 
er. 


One of his lawyers, Sheldon Otis, 


said: "I think Steve is very, very hap- 
py and just wanted to be with him- 
self." Jury forewoman Joann Parker, 
38, said the prosecution presented "A 
weak case. The evidence just wasn't 
there. It took a long time; it took a lot 
of votes." 


During the trial, Soliah testified he 


became involved with the terrorist 
Symbionese Liberation Army through 
pity and affection for Miss Hearst, but 
he denied participating in the April 
21,1975 robbery of the Crocker Bank. 


The verdict came on the heels of a 


disclosure that the name of a defense 
witness who weakly supported So- 
liah's alibi, was listed on a guest book 
at Folsom State Prison the day of the 
robbery. 


On that day, Soliah said he was in 


San Francisco, 90 miles away from 
the holdup in Carmichael, a Sacra- 
mento suburb 10 miles west of Fol- 
som. 


The prosecution presented two eye- 


witnesses who identified Soliah as an 
obscenity-shouting, 
shotgun-toting 


bandid who stood near a door in the 
bank during the robbery. 


But the defense argued the two wit- 


nesses, both bank employes, were 
confused by the presence of Victor 
Kops, a clinical psychologist who 
bears a striking resemblance to So- 
liah. 


Kops testified he stood in the same 


location where the prosecution wit- 
nesses said Soliah stood during the 
robbery. 


Soliah testified he first helped Miss 


Hearst and SLA "soldiers" William 
and Emily Harris because he was af- 
raid they might be killed by police. 
He recalled the death of Angela At- 
wood, one of six SLA members to die 
in a fiery Shootout with Los Angeles 
police in May 1974. 


He said he kept in touch with Miss 


Hearst and the Harrises while they 
lived in a dingy flat in Sacramento 
during late 1974 and early 1975, part 
of Miss Hearst's so-called "missing 
year" about which she refused to tes- 
tify before her conviction at her own 
bank robbery trial. 


"At that time, I felt really close to 


— to Patty," he said. He detailed how 
he and the newspaper heiress later 
shared a San Francisco flat until they 
were arrested last Sept. 18. 


"I lived with her, I slept with her. 


We had a close relationship " 


Latvyer: Patty virtually 'kidnaped 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Patricia 


Hearst's lawyer charged Tuesday she 
was virtually "kidnaped" by U.S. 
marshals who secretly had whisked 
her from a hospital bed to a federal 
prison facility. 


The marshal's office denied the 


charge. 


Attorney Albert Johnson said he 


was having a legal conference Mon- 
day with the convicted bank robber, 
who is recuperating from a collapsed 
lung, when a federal marshal inter- 
rupted. 


He said the officer "told Patty to 


get out of bed, dress in three minutes 
or they would throw a blanket around 
her and drag her out of the hospital." 


"In less than two minutes, she 


threw on a small dress and was whis- 
ked out," Johnson told a news confer- 
ence. 


"I suppose the caption of this might 


be ' P a t r i c i a Hearst kidnaped 
again.'" 


The incident left the heiress in a 


state of "emotional collapse," John- 
son said. 


Sequoia Hospital administrator Ar- 


thur Faro said Miss Hearst and hospi- 
tal employes present at her removal 
by the marshals "were upset." 


"The matter was handled rather 


brusquely," he said. '^Marshals came 
in earlier than expected and de- 
manded she accompany them. Our 
employes said they told her to move 
out right now or 'We'll wrap you in a 
blanket and take you out.' " 


Johnson said the marshals' "un- 


forgiveable action caused her an emo- 
tional disturbance that has made her 
very much like she was back In Sep- 
tember after her capture and before 
psychiatric treatment. She is very 


non-communicative now." 


The marshal's office in San Fran- 


cisco took issue with Johnson. 


"The doctors certified her for re- 


lease and said she was well enough to 
travel," said Marshal Phil Krell. 
"The doctors released her — and not 
at our request. We called the doctor 
Monday morning and asked, 'When 


are you going to release her?' Dr. 
John Prendergast said, 'She can go 
right now.''-' 


Johnson said doctors told him Tues- 


day Miss Hearst's condition was still 
"guarded," and he also protested her 
transfer to a minimum security facil- 
ity "where even the perimeter guards 
are unarmed, I understand." Miss 


Hearst and her lawyers have ex- 
pressed fears she would be murdered. - 


Later in the day, Miss Hearst was 


secretly driven to San Diego by U.S. 
marshals to the hospital ward of the 
Federal Metropolitan Correctional 
Center. She was booked for 90 days of 
psychiatric examination. 


American among 21 new 
cardinals named by Pope 
People 


• POPE PAUL VI created 21 new 


cardinals Tuesday, including two he 
did not name, and one American, 
making the youngest and most inter- 
national college in the history of the 
Roman Catholic Church. Among the 
new princes of the church, who will be 
given their red hats and rings of of- 
fice in a colorful consistory May 24, 
were two U.S. born prelates — Arch- 
bishop William Wakefield Baum, 49, a 
Dallas native who is archbishop of 
Washington, and Opilio Rossi, 66, an 
Italian citizen who was born in New 
York and is currently apostolic nun- 
cio, or ambassador, to Austria. 


• "The Spirit of '76," the painting 


that hangs on a thousand classroom 
walls, depicts three men filled with

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Unit panel doesn't reflect 
community: school report

The pro-con split of the Elk Grove 


Township Dist. 59 unit school district 
study committee should not be con- 
strued by the Dial. SO board as repre- 
sentative of the feelings of the general 
public, according to a majority re- 
port by the committee to the board. 


The report, released Monday, urges 


the elementary school board to take 
the issue to the voters and stresses 
that the committee's 14 to 0 vote on 
the recommendation "should not be 
interpreted as an indication of the 
general public's feelings. The com- 
position of the committee negates that 
possibility." 


The report, which outlines the com- 


mittee's conclusions, states that the 
members were selected in part be- 
cause of their views on the unit dis- 
trict subject. Half of the original com- 
mittee was selected because of known 
biases on the subject with the number 
of members pro and con evenly di- 
vided. The other half of the com- 
mittee members' views were un- 
known. 


THE PROPOSED UNIT district 


would include Forest View and Elk 
Grove high schools in addition to the 
current Dist. 59 schools. It would 
place elementary and high schools un- 
der one administrator! and school 
board. Currently Dist. 59 is one of sev- 
en elementary districts in High School 
Dist. 214. 


Students living in the Dist. 59 area 


currently attending Rolling Meadows 
High School would transfer to Forest 
View, although provisions might be 
made to allow these students the op- 
tion of which school they would at- 
tend, the report states. 


The report also states that Forest 


View would not have as severe an 
overcrowding problem as it is cur- 
rently experiencing. Dist. 214 has set 
the capacity for the high schools at 
2,500 students and Forest View has 
about 2,800. The report states that 
Jack Martin, Forest View principal, 
said the "true" capacity of the school 
is 2,300. 


UNDER THE PROPOSED unit dis- 


trict, the school could have about 100 
fewer students than currently en- 
rolled. 


Low-income home report 
unverified by CHA heads 


Chicago Housing Authority officials 


Tuesday refused to confirm or deny 
published reports of a CHA survey 
that purportedly shows that industry- 
sponsored low-income housing has the 
greatest chance of being accepted in 
the suburbs. 


Robert Lefley, housing authority 


said that the confidential survey 
would be turned over to the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Chicago if the court 
decides it wants to draw up a regional 
public housing plan. 


"We are not releasing any informa- 


tion, and I am not in a position to 
confirm or deny any press reports," 
Lefley said. "Results of the survey 
will be given to the court if it wants to 
consider a plan. If it doesn't, then 
what's the point?" 


LAST TUESDAY, THE U. S. Su- 


preme Court ruled 8-0 that a federal 
court can order an area housing plan 
to relieve segregated housing in the 
city. The case was returned to U. S. 


Effective July 30 


District Court Judge Richard B. Aus- 
tin for further consideration. 


Austin ruled in 1969 that CHA was 


guilty of racial discrimination be- 
cause it concentrated public housing 
on Chicago's South and West sides. 


Lefley said initial results of the 


study were tabulated last October. 
Mid-America Appraisal and Research 
Corp., Chicago, was paid $121,900 to 
conduct the survey. 


CHA confirmed in January that Elk 


Grove Village was among the suburbs 
that would be studied because of its 
large industrial park. But Lefley said 
Tuesday, "I would suggest that Elk 
Grove was probably not among the 
areas surveyed in the first phase." 


News reports quoting an unnamed 


CHA source Tuesday said that subur- 
ban "opinion leaders" believed their 
communities were not prepared for 
public housing, but that residents 
might be more receptive to low-in- 
come housing if it was backed by a 
local employer. 


The proposed unit district also 


would have about the same per- 
centage of enrollment decline as the 
remaining portion of Dist. 214 accord- 
ing to the report, although it states 
that "critics of the formation of a unit 
district contended that the forecasted 
declining enrollment will be hastened 
in the remaining portion of Dist. 214." 


Points made about improvements 


for the education programs under a 
unit district include: 


• The ability to offer the same cur- 


riculum currently offered at the two 
high schools. 


• Provisions for "better 
arti- 


culation and continuity" for a kinder- 
garten through 12th grade program, 
although "there is no guarantee." 


• Improved local control on school 


financing and decisions on education 
programs. 


• A common school calendar and 


philosophy on education. 


• A good tax base for providing 


education funds. 


The Dist. 59 board plans to discuss 


the report at the board meeting at 8 
p.m. Monday at the administration 
center, 2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd., 
Arlington Heights. 


The financial- report states that 


"Dist. 59 has a unique opportunity via 
reorganization to retain $3.5 to $4 mil- 
lion to the local area which heretofore 
subsidized the remaining portion of 
Dist. 214." Currently Dist. 59 supplies 
about 40 per cent of the tax base and 
27 per cent of the students in Dist. 
214. 


The report also discusses con- 


troversy that developed over the bias 
of the consultants and committee 
members and over the administrative 
abilities in Districts 59 and 214. 


It states that Thomas Guy, chair- 


man, said the consultants were "not 
to be impartial but to give guidance 
as a result of their professional expe- 
rience." 


The report also states criticism 


was directed toward the financial re- 
port because it failed to take into ac- 
count a $19 million surplus Dist. 214 
currently has when a deficit of about 
$38 million was computed for the dis- 
trict by the 1980-81 school year. The 
report states that even with the cur- 
rent surplus the high school district 
would have a deficit within the next 
five years which might jeopardize the 
current education programs in Dist.

After police chief is hired 
Panel urges police station start 


The Arlington Heights finance com- 


mittee Tuesday night recommended 
hiring a consultant and architect to 
plan a new police station, but speci- 
fied that they should not begin their 
work until a new police chief is hired. 


The three-man committee accepted 


the conclusion of an administrative 
study released Monday that crowded 
conditions in the present police facil- 


ity hamper the department's effec- 
tiveness. 


The committee stopped short of 


adopting the study's recommendation 
to build a 50,000 square-foot building 
on Sigwalt Street immediately east of 
the municipal building, 33 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd.

'Survival' test asked by Nimrod

A bill requiring all Illinois high 


school seniors to pass proficiency 
tests in reading and writing before re- 
ceiving diplomas has been introduced 
into the Illinois Senate by State Sen. 
John J. Nimrod, R-GIenview. 


Nimrod also has introduced a com- 


panion measure imposing the same 
standard on freshmen enrolling in a 
public college or university other than 
a community college, who had not 
taken such a test in high school. 


Nimrod said he Introduced these 


bills so the state would make sure stu- 
dents were graduating with the skills 
public school's should be teaching. 


"We're spending a lot of money to 


educate students in our universities at 
the remedial level," so graduation re- 
quirements set by individual school 
districts must not be high enough, 
Nimrod said, citing the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools as a major trouble spot. 


"HIGH SCHOOL graduates from 


Chicago and some of the Downstate 
districts enter college with no basic 
e d u c a t i o n skills," Nimrod said. 
"Some universities provide remedial 
reading courses, which is ludicrous at 
the university level. In other cases, 
the students who have been graduates 
from high school without learning 
anything are in the same classes as 
educated students, pulling the classes 
down to a high school level or worse." 


Nimrod noted that other high school 


graduates who cannot read or write 
enter the working world only to fail in 
"thair jobs, their citizenship and their 
daily living." 


While the bill now includes only 


reading and writing, Nimrod said he 
considers basic math skills equally 
important and plans to amend the bill 
to include math once it reaches the 
senate floor. 


NIMROD SAID IT is clear "there 


is something wrong with the priorities 
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in some of our school systems, and 
it's past time they were required to 
change their ways." He said it is the 
public school's basic responsibility to 
educate its students in reading, writ- 
ing and math skills before allowing 
them to graduate. 


High School ttist. 211, covering the 


P a l a t i n e , Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg area, is the only North- 
west suburban high school district 
now considering giving proficiency 
tests on its own. The district is devel- 
oping survival tests in math and Eng- 
lish, which students will begin taking 
early in their high school career. If 
they cannot pass the tests, they will 
enroll in courses that stress basic 
math and English skills. 


The bill requiring college freshmen 


who have not taken a proficiency test 
to take one before they enter a public 
university or college is intended to 
"catch those students coming here 
from out-of-state. They should be able 
to meet our standards," Nimrod said. 


NIMROD SAID HE excluded com- 


munity colleges from these require- 
ments because few students from oth- 
er states would attend a community 
college. 


soundness and wiseness of our ac- 
tions," said Trustee Frank Palmatier, 
chairman of the committee.

Needham quits 
stock exchange 


NEW YORK (UPI) — James J. 


Needham resigned Tuesday as chair- 
man of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, but denied he had been forced 
to leave the key leadership position in 
the securities industry. 


William M. Batten, 66, former 


chairman of J. C. Penney Co., was im- 
mediately named by the NYSE Board 
of Directors to succeed the 49-year-old 
Needham, who had served as chair- 
man of the nation's largest stock ex- 
change since 1972. 


Needham's resignation came as a 


surprise to many in the securities in- 
dustry despite reports he was losing 
support from some members of the 
Wall Street community and that he 
had an uneasy relationship with the 
Securities & Exchange Commission, 
the federal regulator of stock mar- 
kets. 


Needham said he had no immediate 


plans after May 19, the effective date 
of his resignation, and repeatedly 
turned aside suggestions he had been 
asked to step down as chairman.

Court mini-center needed here 


A Circuit Court mini-center in 


the Northwest suburbs is neces- 
sary to help relieve our often 
overburdened judicial system, 
and it i? encouraging that a site 
near Arlington Park Race Track 
is one of the locations being con- 
sidered for such a facility. 


Local officials, judges and 


courtroom administrators agree 
that there is a need to stream- 
line the suburban judicial pro- 
cess, and a mini-center for this 
area would help do just that. 
The quality of justice suffers be- 
cause there simply is not enough 
time, space or personnel to 
serve this area adequately. 


Compounding the problem is 


the fact that judicial districts 
break the Northwest suburbs 
into seemingly unrelated areas. 
Schaumburg and Palatine Town- 
ships are in separate and far- 
flung judicial districts. As we 
have said before, redistricting is 
the first step in improving the 
system, for it would make little 
sense to build a mini-center in 
this area and not allow Arlington 
Heights 
residents, 
who live 


across the street from the facil- 
ity, to use it. 


The site near Arlington Park 


Race Track, at the southwest 
corner of Wilke Road and Euclid 


Avenue, appears to be an ideal 
one. The land is large enough to 
accommodate a building and 
parking facilities, and there like- 
ly is no more centrally located 
site in the Northwest suburbs 
served by major highways and 
the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. 


The owners of the property, 


Madison Square Garden Corp., 
which also owns the Arlington 
Park Race Track and Hilton Ho- 
tel complex, must realize that a 
court building might be an ideal 
way to realize the worth of the 
land — which has been vacant 
for years. 


Rolling Meadows ofticials who 


support the mini-center site 
probably will not allow high den- 
sity apartments 
or a com- 


mercial strip to be built there 
because of the adjacent subdivi- 
sion. 


The Cook County Board ulti- 


mately will decide whether an- 
other mini-center is needed and 
where it will be built. In the 
meantime, we urge Arlington 
Heights and Rolling Meadows to 
continue pushing for the facility 
at the Wilke-Euclid site and for 
other local governmental repre- 
sentatives and residents to sup- 
port the project.

The crime that everyone is con- 


cerned with; the crime that really af- 
fects everyone; yet the crime that no 
one can say they have found a solu- 
tion to: Vandalism. 


Being a Police Officer for over 20 


years, I can truly say this has been 
the number one crime, to the contrary 
of statistics that indicate that bur- 
glary and theft lead all others. 


In many communities, vandalism is 


called a variance of names, such as: 
mischief, property damage or un- 
known acts. All in all these per- 
petrations toward personal property 
are still vandalism. 


In Mount Prospect, both the police 


and the elected administration have 
attempted to do something about the 
rising rate of vandalism. We have in- 
itiated special patrols specifically con- 
cerned with catching the offender af- 
ter acts have been committed. We 
have instituted a crime prevention bu- 
reau where we invite the citizens to 
request speakers, make literature 
available outlining how, why and 
when to report vandalism or sus- 
picious incidents. We compile statis- 
tics of where most vandalism is oc- 
curring so that we may selectively 
add patrol efforts. We constantly 
request citizen involvement in reduc- 
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ing these acts of vandalism. 


R E C E N T L Y WE initiated the 


S T.O.P.—A.L.E.R.T. porgram where 
concerned citizens may volunteer and 
devote their spare time in aiding 
themselves and the community by rid- 
ing around at night and through citi- 
zens' radios, report these acts directly 
•to the police. 


Last of all, I have publicly re- 


quested that concerned citizens com- 
municate directly with me, with their 
ideas on how to better handle this 
problem of vandalism. 


I personally think that the minority 


of this community should expend their 
energy toward solving our shared 
problem rather than criticizing the po- 
lice department for not doing their 
job. 


THE POLICE, 
myself 
included, 


cannot wave the "magic wand" that 
will make vandalism disappear. I am 
writing to assure you that your police 
department is doing everything pos- 
sible to explore new ways or tech- 
niques to reduce vandalism. 


Vandalism will continue to grow, 


and the senseless destruction will con- 
tinue to mount until all communities 
realize that this is a problem of pa- 
rental supervision, knowing what in- 
fluences vandals and legal authorities 
(courts) facing up to the problem. 


I do not favor capital punishment in 


any respect, however, I do realize 
that until youths can be held account- 
able for their acts and until parents of 
these harboured youths can be made 
responsible for their children's acts of 


vandalism, we are just paddling up 
the river 


In ending I wish to point out that 


the Mount Prospect police department 
services 50,000 residents of all ages. 
We patrol 161 miles of streets within 
the village 24 hours per day. We boast 
an average response time of three 
minutes or less in answering any call. 
During the year of 1975, our police an- 
swered 18,356 calls for service, not 
mentioning all the other entities in- 
volved in the police service.

Walker weighs budgeting compromise 


Gov. Daniel Walker has not decided 


whether he will support a compromise 
plan reached Monday on a method for 
moving fiscal 1977 spending bills 
through the Illinois General Assem- 
bly. 


Norton Kay, Walker's press aide, 


said no decision has been reached on 
t h e compromise plan that was 
reached by Democrats in the Illinois 
House. 


Walker and his agency directors 


have opposed an omnibus appropria- 
tions bill, proposed by State Rep. Ger- 
ald Shea, D-Riverside. The Walker ad- 
ministration contends the Shea pro- 
posal gives too much control to a few 
members of the General Assembly 
over the entire budget. 


SHEA HAD introduced a package of 


U bills covering the entire state budg- 
et. In other years, as many as 160 
appropriations bills for various state 
agencies have been considered by the 
legislature. 


The compromise proposal will di- 


vide the budget into 34 bills to be con- 
sidered by the dual appropriations 


committees in the House and Senate. 


Kay said the 34-biIl package would 


be better than the 11-bill proposal put 
forth by Shea. 


Legislative action on the appropria- 


tions bills had been confused in recent 
weeks because of the dispute over how 
many appropriations 
bills will be 


used. One House committee was re- 
viewing portions of the governor's $9 
billion budget using the omnibus leg- 
islation, while the second was approv- 
ing separate bills for each depart- 
ment. 


House Democrats met for 40 min- 


utes Monday to iron out differences in 


committee procedures. 


KAY NOTED THE Walker adminis- 


tration opposed the omnibus approach 
because legislators loyal to Mayor 
Richard Daley would have had added 
control over the final form of the 
budget. 


"If there are a few bills, Shea can 


have greater control over the final 
form, but he will have a harder time 
controlling the appropriations bills if 
there are a larger number of bills 
when you get down to the key pres- 
sure points," Kay said. 


The General Assembly must take fi- 


nal action on the budget by June 30.

Single-family plea starts furor

A national coalition has called on 


President Ford to see that new public 
housing takes the form of single-fami- 
ly hornet. 


But in Chicago, noted urbanologist 


Pierre de Vise said single-family pub- 
lic housing Is unrealistic, particularly 
in the suburbs. 


T h e group, 
tentatively called 


"People at Home with Each Other," 
organized Sunday night to promote 
public housing In the suburbs. In one 
of Its first actions, the coalition sent a 
telegram to Ford stating: 


"TO RELEGATE people, because 


of their poverty, to lives in multiple- 
dwelling high-rises in the countryside 
of the United States would pervert the 
whole concept of equal housing op- 
portunities." 


The U. S. Supreme Court ruled 


April 20 that the federal courts can 
order federally funded low-income 
housing in the suburbs to relieve in- 
ner-city segregation. 


rieVise, professor at the University 


of Illinois, Chicago Circle campus 
Center for Urban Studies, said it is 
unrealistic to talk about single-fami- 


ly public housing for the poor when 
only 20 per cent of the American pop- 
ulation can afford to buy a single-fam- 
ily home in the private market 


"It is completely unfeasible to have 


s i n g 1 e-family dwellings for poor 
people at a time whe the majority of 
Americana cannot afford to own, a 
home," De Vise said. 


MOST PUBLIC housing in the 


United States, outside of urban cen- 
ters, is single-family attached, or 
townhouse type, he said. High-density 
high-rise public housing which exists 
in cities such as Chicago no longer 


Lindberg suit on Kerner pension' 


SPRINGFIELD, III. (UPD - Illi- 


nois Comptroller George Lindberg 
Tuesday said he will take legal action 
if the Illinois pension board upholds 
an examiner's rutling allowing former 
Gov. Otto Kerner, a convicted felon, 
to receive his state retirement bene- 
fits. 


The hearing examiner, Chicago at- 


torney Manuel J. Bobbins, ruled Mon- 
day that Kerner is entitled to his pen- 
sion even though he was found guilty 
in a racetrack stock bribery case. 


A special meeting of the Illinois 


State Employes Retirement Board is 
scheduled for Monday in Chicago to 
decide whether to accept or reject 
Bobbins' decision. Lindberg, whose 
office handles money for pension 
benefits, disagrees with Bobbins' in- 
terpretation of the statutes, calling it 
"very Inconsistent" with the state 
pension laws. 


LINDBERG ALSO said a decision 


by the pension board to give Kerner 
SD.382 in back pension payments and 
$t?S a month for the rest of his life 
would set a precedent. 


"I can certainly see where there 


would be cases In the future where 
this problem could come up again," 
Lindberg said. 


But Lindberg said he is "not sure 


what course 1 will follow" if the board 
upholds Bobbins' decision. Lindberg 
said he may file stilt or ask for an 
opinion from Atty, Gen. William Scott. 


Kerner began receiving his state 


pension in 1969, a year after he re- 
signed as governor to accept a seat on 
the U.S. Court of Appeals. 


BUT MIS PENSION was stopped in 


July 1973, when a federal appeals 
cottrt upheld his February 1973, con- 
viction in the racetrack stock case, 


Bobbins ruled that since Kerner al- 


ready had begun receiving payments 
from the system, he had a "vested 
right'' in the system and an "enfor- 


ceable contract" and was therefore 
entitled to the money. 


But Lindberg said his interpretation 


is that since Kerner was convicted 
during his service as an employe of 
the state, he does not have a right to 
the benefits. 


"THIS IS NOT A political or person- 


al attack on Kerner," Lindberg said. 
"This has established a precedent. 
The Kerner matter aside, I am con- 
cerned about the long-range effect 
this will have on the pension fund." 


Lindberg and the pension system's 


executive secretary, Michael Morly, 
said they know of no cases involving 
state retirement systems that are 
similar to the Kerner case. 


Morly said that if the board over- 
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turns Bobbins' decision, he would ex- 
pect Kerner's lawyers to file suit in 
circuit court. 


Kerner, 67, has been in Illinois Ma- 


sonic Medical Center in Chicago for 
more than a week because of weight 
loss.and a general decline in health 
following treatments for cancer. A 
cancerous turmor was removed from 
his right lung in March 1975, but the 
disease spread. 


can be built because of guidelines set 
by the court, he said. 


St. Clair Drake, professor of anthro- 


pology at Stanford University and one 
of the founders of People at Home 
with Each Other, said, "There is now 
no way that the larger, somewhat 
more affluent community can relate 
with poor people as individuals on a 
day-to-day, across-the-fence personal 
basis." 


The group feels last week's Su- 


preme Court ruling opens the door to 
a new relationship between urban 
poor and affluent suburbanites. 


Besides Drake, other members of 


the new group include Etta Moten 
Barnett of Chicago, widow of Claude 
Barnett of the Associated Negro Press 
Service; Kim Keare, a Highland Park 
attorney, and Ethel Untermyer of 
Deerfield. 


De Vise said that anticipated resis- 


tance to the Supreme Court decision 
among suburban governments "is an 
understatement." However, he added 
the decision probably will tend to re- 
lax restrictive zoning practices of 
many suburbs. 


Nearly all of the public housing in 


the suburbs today is for the elderly 
and most of it is in mid-rise apart- 
ment buildings, De Vise said.

He9s foster father to three teen boys

Bill Mitchell has a generous heart . . . but one 


tempered with common sense, tolerance and respect 
for appropriate discipline. Bill's a school teacher, 
and foster parent to five sons. 


The 35-year-old Des Plaines bachelor now shares 


his home with three teenage foster sons. Two others 
continue to keep In touch. 


"Whether they are your own or someone else's 


kids, each is different and should be treated as an 
individual. I insist upon one thing: honesty. Right or 
wrong, I want them to be honest with me. Then we 
take it from there," Bill explained his basic relation- 
ship with the boys. He makes no bones about prob- 
lems they've had to work out. 


Mitchell Is no stranger to dealing with adolescents. 


He teaches speech and drama and group commu- 
nications at Maine East High School in Des Plaines. 
He also manages student-operated radio station 
WMTH, broadcasting from four Maine Township 
high schools. 


BILL TAUGHT SPEECH and drama for five years 


at a junior high in Muscatine, Iowa, before coming 
to Maine East six years ago. "I loved teaching! I 
still see some of those students." 


His easy rapport with youngsters often results in 


their asking for his help, and reminds him of some 
of his own growing pains. Because he was unsure of 
his own life's plan, Mitchell worked in a pottery fac- 
tory in his hometown of Monmouth. 111., for three 
years after high school. "I didn't have the faintest 
idea what I wanted to do!" he confessed with a grin. 


Getting nowhere in ceramics, BUI chose to teach. 


But he didn't know what, he said, until he took a 
course in drama at Western Illinois University in 
Macomb where he eventually earned a bachelor's In 
education. Then something clicked. 


"1 remembered that from first grade on, a friend 


and I attended plays his mother directed. I had for- 
gotten how much I enjoyed drami." He's since gone 
on for a master's in communicating arts and scien- 
ces. 


Because he likes kids, and they trust him and so 


often ask him for help, Mitchell now is thinking of 
going into guidance counseling and social work. 


It was offering to help in the first place that made 


Bill a fostet parent, He became acquainted with 
Chris, a 17-year-old Maine North student who was 
squipment operator for WMTH and who lived at 
Maryvllle Academy at the time.

About six weeks later, Bill became foster father to 


a second young man when Chris asked him to house 
a friend, Lenny. The two stayed a year and a half — 
a period not without adjustments but time well spent 
in Bill's opinion.

cents? "I gave them a place to live, and a chance to 
grow up" he answered candidly. 


Chris now is married, and Lenny, who was away 


for awhile, is back. 


Mitchell admits he's done some growing and 


changing himself as a parent. .. especially his ideas 
about discipline. "At first I was afraid to say no, but 
experience showed me that simply doesn't work. And 
I was too inclined to take punitive measures for 
whatever I considered misbehavior." 


Because he strongly opposed smoking, for ex- 


ample, Bill refused to let the boys smoke in the 
house. "But I found out they were sneaking outside 
in the freezing weather to smoke, and I relented. 
Smoking is a bad habit I hate, but can tolerate, not a 
moral issue like lying and stealing," he explained his 
change of heart. 


"What is important is that children learn to be 


responsible for their own actions," Bill believes. And 
speaking from his experience in teaching, he adds, 
"Educators have to let students fail. In life, you fail, 
and it is better to learn that fact while you are 
young." 


LICENSED WITH Illinois Department of Children 


and Family Services, Mitchell provided a home for 
Jeff, now in eighth grade, and Mike, a high school 
freshman, when the older boys left. 


Both boys were chronic runaways and continued to 


run even from Bill at first. Jeff since has been reu- 
nited with his own father, and Angel, Mike's friend, 
has taken his place in the family. 


Bill feels genuine affection for his foster sons, all 


very different. "I've seen remarkable changes in the 
boys. I really feel like their father," he confided 
warmly. 


He added another confidence. "Recently I received 


a note — one that really touched my heart — from 
Mike who began smoking at nine. The note read: 


j I've stopped smoking for sure. Your son, Mi£e." 


At home in their five-room rented house, Bill and 


sons share household chores. Bill generally cooks, 
but Lenny, now managing a night shift at a Jack-in- 
the-Box restaurant, sometimes prepares meals. The 
ylunger fellows do dishes. At times Bill has to tell 
them more than once to do any given job, but he 
thinks that's normal for kids that age. 


Now the "testing" period is over, Bill says he has 


no significant problems with his foster family. And 
though the boys aren't adoptable, he wants them to 
stay with him until they are grown up, and always to 
feel welcome to come back. "The biggest issue we 
have now is just getting the homework done," he 
reported smiling. 


CHALLENGE AND caring about others are what 


make being a foster parent worthwhile to Bill. He 
learned caring from his grandmother, he said. Ethel 
Mitchell was in charge of welfare in Warren County, 
and was promoted in the 1930s to head up WPA 
programs for the northern half of Illinois. 


"I really admired her. She definitely was an early 


women's libber, but she remained feminine, insisting 
on good manners and respect from men," Bill re- 
membered his grandmother in her career days.

This right is 
being modified now that women are 
working and earning salaries. 


A husband Is responsible to provide 
1 necessaries." a tricky definition that 
varies with his income. If your hus- 
band is an Onassls. the law might 
consider a mink coat, diamond ring, 
six homes scattered throughout the 
world, evtn a yacht as "necessaries," 
whereas a warm cloth coat 'and a sec- 
ond-Hand car might fit the same defi- 


nition if your husband has a modest 
job. 


What 
if your husband 
insists 


that you get a job and help out be- 
cause he's having financial 
diffi- 


culties? You can say no and be legally 
safe. 


Suppose you lend him some money 


on condition that he return it? He's a 
debtor and you have a legal right to 
have it returned. 


IF YOU'RE a working wife, you may 


keep what you earn, but you have a 
legal obligation to support your chil- 
dren if you are able. 


Strictly speaking, you are both 


equally responsible 
for household 


debts. But usually, a creditor pro- 
ceeds against the husband first, espe- 
cially when the wife is unemployed. 


You don't feel like working in his 


business? That's okay, but if you con- 
sent, he doesn't have to pay you a 
salary. 


NO MATTER HOW hard he may 


try, your husband cannot disinherit 
you, even by will. By the laws of de- 
scent (Illinois) you have a right to a 
share in his property. 


Under joint ownership, he can't 


cheat you by conveying your share of 
that property without your consent. 


You also have the right to withdraw 


money from a joint bank account 
even if you didn't put in one cent. 


Don't expect to shift your personal 


wrongs and debts to him, however. 
You have a right to sue, but you also 
may be sued personally. 


You have the right to borrow money

in your own name based upon your 
earnings. 


GIFTS OF PERSONAL items from 


your husband (or anyone else) are 
yours to keep or dispose of as you see 
fit. They may include such items as 
bonds, stocks, automobiles, as well as 
clothing, jewelry or money. 


You are legally expected to keep 


house with the money your husband 
gives you. If you are skillful in saving 
some from it, you may buy whatever 
you wish, providing you're not skimp- 
ing on his needs. 


In a divorce action, the courts gen- 


erally favor the mother in granting 
custody of the children, especially if 
they are young. This is a changing 
area of decision, however. 


Should you be married for 20 contin- 


uous years, then divorced, you are en- 
titled to Social Security for that peri- 
od of time. What if your ex-husband 
has a second wife? It doesn't matter. 


If your husband dies, you are en- 


titled to a Widow's Award and Home- 
stead Right. 


You are legally bound to meet your 


husband's sexual demands providing 
they are not excessive. 


Your husband chooses, within rea- 


son, where you must live. Whither 
he goest, thou goest. If he decides to 
move again, it must be within reason, 
such as job, necessity or health. 


A word of caution: The law of 


"wifehood" is shifting with the times 
and is subject to change without no- 
tice.

Could be your kitchen is why you 're unhappy!

If only two burners on the stove 


work and the refrigerator barely 
keeps the milk cool, it's time to 
start thinking about remodeling. 
At least that's what one expert in 
kitchen remodeling believes. 


"It's amazing what women put 


up with in kitchens," said Jan 
Brown, Skokie, a kitchen design 
consultant to Whirlpool Corp. and 
author of "Buy it Right," a con- 
sumer guide to buying home fur- 
nishings, 


"What's funny," she said, "is 


that as women start working (out- 
side the home) and men become 
more Involved In the kitchen — 
aha! — suddenly it's self-clean- 
ing ovens, frost-free refrigerators 
and dishwashers." 


"WOMEN HAVE MORE self-es- 


teem today," she continued. "If 
the husband works in an efficient, 
modern place, why shouldn't I!" 


Mrs. Brown, who graduated In 


psychology and sociology from the 
University 
of Wisconsin, said 


poorly designed kitchens create 
•xtra work which is seldom no- 


ticed consciously. After awhile, 
however, impatience or resent- 
ment at seemingly unrelated situ- 
ations can occur. 


"A nice place to work is more 


conducive to a happy atmos- 
phere," she said. 


Most persons consider remodel- 


ing kitchens and other areas in 
the home when things look less at- 
tractive or when the design or ap- 


pliances don't work for them any- 
more, she said. 


BUT REDESIGNING a room is 


something most people feel un- 
comfortable doing* After rearing 
her family, Jan experienced new 
interest in her home and enrolled 
in a number of design and art 
courses. In 1968 she launched her 
own interior design studio and has 
since written numerous magazine 
and newspaper articles. 


She suggests beginning a re- 


modeling project by making a list 
of the things family members dis- 
like about their kitchen. "Then 
ask neighbors and friends about 
their experiences so you don't re- 
peat their mistakes," she said. 
She also feels that guidelines from 
a professional can save people a 
great deal of time, anguish and 
money. 


FORGETTING TO plan for left- 


handed 
family members who 


might do a lot of cooking is one of 
the most common mistakes. But 
that's closely followed by mis- 
placement of appliances, said 
Mrs. Brown. 


For example, if the kitchen 


has a double sink, garbage dis- 
posals should be put on the side 
nearest the disihwasher for con- 
venience, she said. "One family 
didn't think about that and had to 
pay a plumber to come back and 
change it." 


Also, for energy's sake, refrig- 


erators should be placed away 
from sunny windows and stoves, 
said Mrs. Brown. Double ovens 
are better for families who enter- 
tain a lot; meal-timer ovens are 
good where everyone works out- 
s i d e the home; refrigerators 
should be four to five cubic feet 
per family individual in size, she 
said. 


Then there are the more usual 


kitchen-planning 
rules-of-thumb, 


she said. A triangle from the sink 
to the refrigerator to the cooking 
area should be about 22 feet total. 
"Larger than that and you're 
d o i n g too much unnecessary 
work. Much smaller and things 
are too squished together," she 
said. 


"YOU 
WANT TO make the 


kitchen work for you instead, of 


being a slave to it," she said. 


There are four appliances Mrs. 


Brown said are essential to an ef- 
ficient kitchen: a cooking range, a 
dishwasher, a garbage disposal 
and a refrigerator. 


"If a family can't afford to buy 


all the appliances at once but they 
want them to match, temporary 
color panels are now available to 
match the old appliances until all 
are the desired color." 


"But I don't think everything 


necessarily has to match," she 
added. 


She estimated the four basic ap- 


pliances could be purchased or re- 
placed for around $1,500, although 
most people wait 10 or 12 years 
before doing so. 


"IT'S AMAZING TO me that 


people replace a car every few 
years, but something like a kitch- 
en, which they use at least three 
times a day, they wait forever." 


In her discussions with appli- 


ance engineers, she learned they 
feel no drastic changes will be 
made in appliances in the next 10 
or so years. 


"The big technological advances 


have been perfected," she said, 
listing self-cleaning ovens, frost- 
free freezers, dishwashers and 
garbage disposals. 


"Anyway, women don't want su- 


per-modern, 
push-button kitch- 


ens," she said. 


Over the past few years there 


has been a boom in home remod- 
eling, said Mrs. Brown. Fewer 
new houses are being built, with 
families staying in homes they 
originally thought of as temporary 
a n d people discovering 
"the 


charms of older homes," she said. 


A BOOKLET, compiled by Mrs. 


Brown, describes the basic types 
of kitchen design, the sizes and 
proper placement of appliances 
and includes before-and-after floor 
plans showing how six problem 
k i t c h e n s were remodeled for 
greater efficiency, comfort and 
attractiveness.

Meditation can 
help one relax 


I have been going to meditation classes and would like your 


opinion as to how beneficial you think meditation Is in helping to 
relieve headaches, tension, etc. 


1 feel rested and refreshed after meditation for about 15 minutes. 


My husband is a very tense and restless person, and he suffers 
from severe headaches. I wish he would try meditation and "let 
go" of some of his tensions. 


There are a number of unpleasant symptoms that people have 


which are related to tension. I am certainly in favor of whatever 
methods people learn to use that enable them to relax. Some people 
benefit from self-hypnosis; others might benefit from meditation as 
you have, If in the process they learn to be able to induce relaxa- 
tion. Still others benefit from a short 10-to-lS minute nap. 


One of the things that helps remove tension is a change in person- 


al habits. This Includes eliminating caffeine, which is a cerebral 
stimulant and has the opposite effect of tranquillzers. 


The main sources of caffeine are coffee, tea and colas. Those who 


want more information about these beverages can send 50 cents for 
The Health Letter, number 1-1, Coffee, Tea, Cola, Cocoa. Send a 
long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for mailing. Address your 
letter to me in care of Paddock Publications, P.O. Box 1551, Radio 
City Station, New York, N.Y. 10010. Many individuals who Ingest 
excessive amounts of caffeine throughout the day will find that they 
won't need to develop new methods for relaxation if they'll elimi- 
nate the caffeine. 


We all know that venereal disease can destroy brain cells and 


even kill. I have heard that the correct diagnosis and treatment of 
these and other horrible diseases arc dependent upon whether or 
not the patient Is socially or politically cooperative. That Is, I sus- 
ptet that there is a conscious policy of the American Medical Assn. 
to control behavior by giving or withholding needed treatment and 
medication. Will you verify this? Will you even print this letter? 


1 am printing it so many of your fellow citizns can see what kind 


of wild ideas are rampant in some segments of our society. As 
diversified and geographically widespread as the medical profes- 
sion Is. Initiating and carrying out such a policy would be totally 
impossible. 


Earlier in this century, before penicillin, one research study was 


carried out in a southern state where some individuals were not 
treated for syphilis. That study is the only such example of non- 
treatment that I know of. A similar study was done in Oslo, Nor- 
way, 
for the same reason — the scientific zeal of finding out how 


effective treatment was compared to not providing treatment. I 
certainly feel that this would be misguided today in the light of the 
available successful treatment for venereal disease. 


Knowing how cantankerous and difficult some of my own col- 


leagues are, and how they disagree so violently with each other, I 
am sure that there would be one real fight in trying to get very 
many doctors to agree on what was socially acceptable and what 
one had to do to be politically cooperative. I think you've got our 
country confused with some other countries of the world. We have 
our problems, but we still enjoy the greatest amount of freedom 
and. incidentally, the best medical service to the public of any 
people in the world.

Chuck roast fails 


to pass taste test

Pushed my luck too far. Made a new chuck roast, and to my 


taste buds, it was ambrosia. His nibs ate it without comment, 
although he passed up the vegetable add-ons, 


Planning on going out the next evening, I thought of the left-overs 


and goofed, asking how he'd liked the dish. He looked serene and 
said, "I was a gentleman and held my tongue. Since you ask, if I 
never face It again the rest of my life, I'll be ahead." A barbarian. 


Anyway, for those of you who go for chuck, brown a well- 


marbled chuck roast, sprinkle on salt and pepper, one envelope of 
meat flavoring and two teaspoons of Worcestershire sauce. Cut up 
two carrots and two celery ribs in chunks and one sliced onion. No 
water. Just cover and let it cook in the oven at 200 degrees. It can 
cook anywhere from six hours to all day and baste once or twice. 
About 25 minutes before dinner-time, rinse a can of tiny, white 
potatoes. Use half the can, let it come to a boil, drain and add to 
the roast.

Earthworm may have five hearts 


Andy so mis (he Encyclopaedia Brlt- 


annlca*!) 1978 Yearbook of Science and 
the future to Tammy Puxtoii, n, of 
Summersvlllc. W. Vn., for her ques- 
tion : 
HOW MANY HEARTS DOES AN 
EARTHWORM HAVE? 


If the earthworm would poke his 


head above ground long enough In the 
daytime, he might find out that he is 
something of a national hero. He is 
especially Important to farmers and 
other prople who grow their own food. 
Over the years he has earned the title 
of Nature's Plowman, and he doesn't 
even know It. Enriching the soil just 
comes naturally to him. 


The earthworm is also called the 


fishworm, angleworm and night craw- 
ler. A peek at his innards reveals 
something like a plumber's night- 
mare, with pipes running this way 
and that, up and down, over and 
around, The largest pipe is the one 
that handles food. The next largest 
pipe Is (he central nerve cord, followed 
by 
five smaller 
blood-circulating 


pipes. 


The main blood vessel Is located in 


the top portion of the earthworm's 
body on top of his long digestive tube. 
This is called the dorsal vessel. Like 
the other four primary vessels, it runs 
from the front of his body all the way

down to his tail end. The dorsal vessel 
differs from the other blood vessels in 
that it has valves, to prevent back- 
ward leakage, and also muscles to 
pump the blood. 


The second largest blood vessel is 


found just underneath the food tube 
and is called the ventral vessel. The 
ventral vessel and three smaller ves- 
sels handle the flow of blood from the 
front of the body back to the tail. 


In the front portion of the earth- 


worm's body are five pairs of tubes 
that connect the dorsal vessel to the 
ventral vessel, Each of these five 
pairs of tubes is called an aortic arch 
— or heart. So it would seem that the 
earthworm has five hearts. But some 
experts maintain that the muscular 
dorsal vessel is the true earthworm 
heart. If this is the case, the earth- 
worm is back in the same boat as 
most other animals with only one 
heart to his name. 


The earthworm's blood consists of a 


fluid called plasma and colorless cor- 
puscles. The plasma is colored red by 
the hemoglobin in it. The blood circu- 
lates from the dorsal vessel down 
through the aortic arches into the ven- 
tral vessel. From the ventral vessel it 
flows into smaller capillaries that ser- 
vice the body wall. Other capillaries 
return the blood from the body tissue 


to three smaller vessels that flow 
back into the dorsal vessel. 


In addition to a circulatory system, 


the earthworm's body also contains a 
nervous system, a digestive system 
and an excretory system. Unlike 
many of the higher developed ani- 
mals, it lacks an organized respirato- 
ry system. However, tiny capillaries 
close to its moist outer skin lake care 
of exchanging waste carbon dioxide 
gas for fresh oxygen.

WHAT EXACTLY IS THE RICHTER 
SCALE? 


The Richter scale is named after its 


American inventor, Charles F. Rich- 
ter, a'seismologist. Seismologists are 
s c i e n t i s t s who study earthquake 
phenomena, and the development of 
the Richter scale in 1935 has greatly 
helped them measure the strength of 
any given earthquake. Actually the 
Richter scale is a system using infor- 
mation given by a seismograph, an 
instrument that records an earth- 
quake's ground motion. Richter mag- 
nitude is a number derived from the 
seismograph, and indicates the rela- 
tive strength of an earthquake. 


On the Richter scale each number 


represents an earthquake 10 times as

strong as one of the next lower magni- 
tude. An earthquake of magnitude 7, 
for example, is 10 times as severe as 
one of magnitude 6. Although more 
than 1,000 earthquakes with a magni- 
tude of at least 2 occur daily, seismo- 
logists consider these minor tremors. 
In fact, an earthquake registering 5 or 
less usually causes no severe damage. 
The recent devastating Guatemalan 
q u a k e , however, was extremely 
harsh. It registered a whopping 7.5 on 
the Richter scale during its brief 39- 
second life.

To cost $3.4 million 
County plans to buy vote system 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The Cook County Board Tuesday 


tentatively agreed to buy a new com- 
puter punch-card voting system for 
use in the November election. 


The board, meeting as the finance 


committee, unanimously voted 'to ap- 
prove purchase of/the punch-card sys- 
tem, 
which will replace the present 


lever-type voting machines in more 
than half the precincts in Cook- County 
in the fall. 


The board formally must ratify the 


decision at its regular meeting Mon- 
day and also will approve the ex- 
penditure of about $3.4 million for the 
new system. 


COUNTY ELECTION Director Bar- 


tley Burns said the punch-card system 
probably will be installed in two Con- 
gressional districts in suburban Cook 
County for the November election. He 
said the decision of where to put the 
new system "is some months off." 


Suburban Comr. - Carl Hansen of 


Mount Prospect said he was "very 
pleased" with the new system and 
will urge county election officials to 
put it into the Northwest suburb's 12th 
Congressional District. 


He said, "I think this system will 


help enormously with the under- 
standing of the voter." 


The computer system under consid- 


eration by the county board is the 
Votamatic system manufactured by 
Computer Election Services (CES) of 
Berkeley, Calif. In that system, the 
ballots are computer punch cards 
which are tabulated using a mini-com- 
puter in each polling place. 


The final conversion to the system 


will be made by the county by 1978. A 
complete conversion could not be 
made this year because CES told 
county officials it would not furnish 
enough mini-computers for all the 
county's 2,200 polling places, 


The county officially will not ap- 


prove purchase of the CES system un- 
til formal bidding procedure's, which 
mav result in bidding by. other punch- 
card companies. 


HOWEVER, John Gerbel, vice pres- 


ident of CES, told the county board 
that as part of a purchase agreement, 
the company will loan the county le- 


ver-type -voting machines for pre- 
cincts where the Votamatic is not in- . 
stalled. 


The loan, which would cost the 


county only for transportation and 
storage, would mean the county would 
not have to spend money to upgrade 
its prtsent lever-type machines. Many 
of these machines are too small to ac- 


commodate all the candidates who will 
be running in the November election. 


County Board Pres. George Dunne 


said the new system, which is smaller 
and easier to store than the present 
machines, 
will save the county 


$152,000 in storage costs in non-elec- 
tion years and $400,000 in storage and 
transportation costs in election years.

The measure, sponsored by Sen. 


Don Moore, R-Midlothian, would pro- 
vide $50.3 million for families with de- 
pendent children and $90.7 million for 
medical payments. Another $4.6 mil- 
lion would go for aged, blind and dis- 
abled recipients whose checks would 
stop May 1 without the emergency 
funding. 


The measure passed by a vote of 11- 


4 after only a few minutes of debate. 


Pubic Aid Director James Trainor 


told the committee medical costs are 
chiefly responsible for driving up the 
department's budget. 


Trainor cited a 20 per cent increase 


this fiscal year in medical assistance 
while aid to dependent children has 
gone up less than 2 per cent.

Francis A. Kallfelz of Cornell Univer- 
sity and Dr. Sten-Erlk Olsson of Swe- 
den warned breeders that overfeeding 
practices leading to hastened growth 
can help produce a number of health 
problems for puppies in later life. 


In discussing "Nutritional Manage- 


ment of the Growing Dog," Dr. Kall- 
fcl* told the m"re than 700 breeders 
at the day-long event that keeping 
young, immature dogs lean and hard 
was important to help prevent stress 
on the developing body. "Feeding a 
balanced diet In proper amounts gives 
the young dog time to develop proper- 
ly." he noted.

Olsson, 
talking 
on "Os- 


teochondrosls — A Serious Problem in 
Dog Breeding," observed that some 
structural defects in dogs can be 
traced in whole or part to feeding 
practices which force a dog to grow 
too quickly. "It is the responsibility of 
every breeder to allow the puppy to 
mature naturally," he stated.

membership. 


Marge Comstock, MSA president, 


asked the board to reconsider its deci- 
sion from last spring and grant the 
group recognition. She said more than 
So per cent of the district's secretaries' 
arc in the organization. 


THERE ARE ABOUT 147 secretar- 


ies in the district and about 75 have 
joined the union. Last year about 50 
secretaries had joined. 


Mrs, Comstock said one of the main 


reasons the secretaries want a recog- 
nized union was "the report that set 
up a different classification for each 
of the secretarial groups." 


The report outlined the duties of dif- 


ferent secretarial positions and set 
salary levels. Many of the district's 
secretaries are at the maximum on 
their salary scale. 


"To the secretaries, the report was 


degrading, demoralizing and deri- 
sive," said Mrs. Comstock. "We also 
did not get any cost of living increase 
in the salary schedule." 


The secretaries' salaries are re- 


viewed on the anniversary of their 
hiring date and based on merit within 
the given salary schedule. The sched- 
ule calls for an increase of about 3 
per cent. 


The board referred the request to 


the negotiations committee. 


to consider ways of improving effi- 
ciency and ridership on the four local 
routes, 


The system, expanded last Dec. 1, 


has been plagued by poor ridership. 
Robert Bourne, operations assistant 
for NORTRAN, said the current sys- 
tem would need 6,078 riders a week to 
meet RTA standards, but has been 
averagng between 1,000 and 1,100 ri- 
ders a week, 


ALL THE CHANGES agreed to at 


the meeting are contingent upon ap- 
proval of the RTA board, which is ex- 
pected to consider them next week. 


If approved, the service cuts would 


be made June 13 and fares would be 
reduced from 45 cents to 30 cents July 
1, said Joseph DiJohn, executive di- 
rector of .NORTRAN. Bus service 
would be available Monday through 
Friday. 


The intra-city system is comprised 


of a south route (No. 30), north route 
(No. 
31), west route (No. 32) and 


southwest route (No. 33). 


Officials said they hope reducing 


the fares will encourage more persons 
to use the bus system. 


BRYAN J. CUDAHY, RTA director 


of marketing and planning, said offi- 
cials want to eliminate Saturday ser- 
vice and serTice after 7 p.m. because 
of poor ridership during those periods. 


Officials, howver, rejected a propos- 


al to eliminate service between 8:40 
a.m. and 3 p.m. on the southwest 
route and to replace the north route 
with a regional NORTRAN route. 


Aid. John Seitz, 7th, said he does 


not believe the RTA had adequately 
promoted the bus system and that it 
would be premature to eliminate any 
routes. 


"Nobody knows the damn service 


exists," he said. "I would be the first 
to say abolish it if it received a fair 
trial, but it hasn't." 


RTA AND NORTRAN officials are 


drawing up new timetables for the 
system that are expected to be less 
confusing to the riders. City officials 
said they are willing to assist in dis- 
tributing the timetables and promo- 
tional literature to residents. 


RTA officials have assured the city 


that despite the low ridership, there 
are no plans to end the intra-city bus 
system. 


About $250,000 was allocated by the 


RTA to operate the bus system for the 
six-month period ending June 1.

For high school seniors 
Nimrod seeking 'survival' tests 


by PAMELA BIGFORD 


A bill requiring all Illinois high 


school seniors to pass proficiency 
tests in reading and writing before re- 
ceiving diplomas has been introduced 
into the Illinois Senate by State Sen. 
John J. Nimrod, R-Glenview. 


Nimrod also has introduced a com- 


panion measure imposing the same 
standard on freshmen enrolling in a 
public college or university other than 
a community college, who had not 
taken such a test in high school. 


Nimrod said he introduced' these 


bills so the state would make sure stu- 
dents were graduating with the skills 
public school's should be teaching. 


"We're spending a lot of money to 


educate students in our universities at 


the remedial level," so graduation re- 
quirements set by individual school 
districts must not be high enough, 
Nimrod said, citing the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools as a major trouble spot. 


"HIGH SCHOOL graduates from 


Chicago and some of the Downstate 
districts enter college with no basic 
e d u c a t i o n skills," Nimrod said. 
"Some universities provide remedial 
reading courses, which is ludicrous at 
the university level. In other cases, 
the students who have been graduates 
from high school without learning 
anything are in the same classes as 
educated students, pulling the classes 
down to a high school level or worse." 


Nimrod noted that other nigh school 


graduates who cannot read or write

enter the working world only to fail in 
"their jobs, their citizenship and their 
daily living." 


While the bill now includes only 


reading and writing, Nimrod said he 
considers basic math skills equally 
important and plans to amend the bill 
to include math once it reaches the 
senate floor. 


NIMROD SAID IT is clear "there 


is something wrong with the. priorities 
in some of our school systems, and 
it's past time they were required to 
change their ways." He said it is the 
public school's basic responsibility to 
educate its students in reading, writ- 
ing and math skills before allowing 
them to graduate.

Thomas, Virgin Islands (DPI) — An 
American Airlines Boeing 727 tourist 
jetliner missed its landing approach, 
overshot a runway, crashed into a gas 
station and exploded Tuesday, killing 
34 persons. 


Henlen Banfield, administrator of 


Knud Hansen Hospital, said rescuers 
discovered the bodies of 33 persons in 
the tangled and burned wreckage. 


Another person on the ground was 


killed by the plane as it lurched 
across a highway smashing a passing 
vehicle and plowing into the gas sta- 


tion and two other buildings. 
> 


Mrs. Banfield said several of the 55 


passengers and crew who survived 
the wreck were in serious condition, 
most of them suffering severe burns. 


The three-engine jet, largest air- 


craft permitted to land on the 5,000- 
foot runway at Harry Truman Inter- 
national Airport, was American's 
flight 625, originating at Providence, 
R.I., with a stop at Kennedy Airport 
in New York. 


Civil Defense workers suspended 


their search of the wreckage about 7 
p.m. Chicago time, although they said 


some of the dead were still wedged in 
the fuselage of the aircraft, chopped 
in two by the crash. 


A Civil Defense spokesman said 


there was still a possibility that addi- 
tional bodies could be found in the de- 
stroyed buildings. They said the 
search would resume in the morning. 


The plane carried 81 passengers,

Unit panel doesn't represent public: school report

The pro-con split of the Elk Grove 


Township Dlst. 59 unit school district 
study committee should not be con- 
strued by the Dist. 59 board as repre- 
sentative of the feelings of the general 
public, according to a majority re- 
port by the committee to the board. 


The report, released Monday, urges 


the elementary school board to take 
the issue to the voters and stresses 
that the committee's 14 to 9 vote on 
the recommendation "should not be 
interpreted as an Indication of the 
general public's feelings. The com- 
position of the committee negates that 
possibility." 


The report, which outlines the com- 


mittee's conclusions, states that the 
members were selected in part be- 
cause of their views on the unit dis- 
trict subject. Half of the original com- 
mittee was selected because of known 
biases on the subject with the number 
of members pro and con evenly di- 
vided. The other half of the com- 
mittee members' views were un- 
known. 


THE PROPOSED UNIT district 


would Include Forest View and Elk 
Grove high schools in addition to the 
current Dist. 59 schools. It would 
place elementary and high schools un- 
der one administrator! and school 
board. Currently Dist. SO is one of sev- 
en elementary districts In High School 
Dist. 214. 


Students living In the Dlst. 59 area 


currently attending Rolling Meadows 
High School would transfer to Forest 
View, although provisions might be 
made to allow these students the op- 
tion of which school they would at- 
tend, the report states.

The report also states that Forest 


View would not have as severe an 
overcrowding problem as it is cur- 
rently experiencing. Dist. 214 has set 
the capacity for the high schools at 
2,500 students and Forest View has 
about 2,800. The report states that 
Jack Martin, Forest View principal, 
said the "true" capacity of the school 
is 2,300. 


UNDER THE PROPOSED unit dis- 


trict, the school could have about 100 
fewer students than currently en- 
rolled. 


The proposed unit district also 


would have about the same per- 
centage of enrollment decline as the 
remaining portion of Dlst. 214 accord- 
ing to the report, although it states 
that "critics of the formation of a unit 
district contended that the forecasted 
declining enrollment will be hastened 
in the remaining portion of Dist.

Monday at the administration 
center, 2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd., 
Arlington Heights. 


The financial report states that 


"Dist. 59 has a unique opportunity via 
reorganization to retain $3.5 to $4 mil- 
lion to the local area which heretofore 
subsidized the remaining portion of 
Dist. 214." Currently Dist. 59 supplies 
about 40 per cent of the tax base and 
27 per cent of the students in Dist. 
214. 


The report also discusses con- 


troversy that developed over the bias 
of the consultants and committee 
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members and over the administrative 
abilities in Districts 59 and 214. 


It states that Thomas Guy, chair- 


man, said the consultants were "not 
to be impartial but to give guidance 


as a result of their professional expe- 
rience " 


The report also states criticism 


was directed toward the financial re- 
port because it failed to take into ac- 


count a $19 million surplus Dist. 214 
currently has when a deficit of about 
$38 million was computed for the dis- 
trict by the 1980-81 school year. The 
report states that even with the cur- 


rent surplus the high school district 
would have a deficit within the next 
five years which might jeopardize the 
current education programs in Dist. 
214.

A proposed overhaul of Wheeling's 


water system will cost between $3.5 
and $5 million and could result in siz- 
able water rate increases, Trustee 
William Hein said Monday. 


Hein, chairman of the 
village 


board's water and sewer committee, 
said a final report by engineering con- 
sultant R. W. Lindley on the water 
system's problems will be reviewed 
by village officials Wednesday. 


The report is likely to recommend 


Wheeling increase storage capacity, 
upgrade water transfer capability 
from one part of the village to anoth- 
er, build new wells and possible 
"double or triple" water rates in or- 
der to pay for the improvements. 


IN PRELIMINARY discussions 


with village officials, Lindley said 
Wheeling has greater quality and dis- 
tribution problems. He has recom- 
mended the village spend the money 
to improve and eventually expand the 
water system to meet population 
needs over the next 25 years. 


Specific proposals will be discussed 


when the water and sewer committee 
meets at 7 p.m. Wednesday at the vil- 
lage hall, 255 W. Dundee Rd. 


"There is a definite need to improve 


and expand the system," Hein said. 
"It could cost up to about $5 million to 
do it. I hope we can get a line item in 
the budget so we can begin to imple- 
ment" this program. It's 
needed. 


Wheeling has grown to the point 
where its water system needs some 
improvement" 


Lindley told village trustees earlier 


this year that Wheeling should charge 
up to $1.50 per 1,000 gallons of water, 
instead of the 50-cent rate currently 
charted. Wheeling charges the lowest 
rates for water in the area, Hein said.

For high school seniors 
Nimrod seeking 'survival' tests 


by PAMELA BIGEORD 


A bill requiring all Illinois high 


school seniors to pass proficiency 
tests in reading and writing before re- 
ceiving diplomas has been introduced 
into the Illinois Senate by State Sen. 
John J. Nimrod, R-Glenview. 


Nimrod also has introduced a com- 


panion measure imposing the same 
standard on freshmen enrolling in a 
public college or university other than 
a community college, who had not 
taken such a test in high school. 


Nimrod said he introduced these 


bills so the state would make sure stu- 
dents were graduating with the skills 
public school's should be teaching. 


"We're spending a lot of money to 


educate students in our universities at 
the remedial level," so graduation re- 
quirements set by individual school 
districts must not be high enough, 
Nimrod said, citing the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools as a major trouble spot. 


"HIGH SCHOOL graduates from 


Chicago and some of the Downstate 
districts enter college with no basic 
e d u c a t i o n skills," Nimrod said. 
"Some universities provide remedial 
reading courses,, which is ludicrous at 
the university level. In other cases, 
the students who have been graduates 
from high school without learning

anything are in the same classes as 
educated students, pulling the classes 
down to a high school level or worse." 


Nimrod noted that other high school 


graduates who cannot read or write 
enter the working world only to fail in 
"their jobs, their citizenship and their 
daily living." 


While the bill now includes only 


reading and writing; Nimrod said he 
considers basic math skills equally 
important and plans to amend the bill 
to include math once it reaches the 
senate floor. 


NIMROD SAID IT is'clear "there 


is something wrong with the priorities 
in some of our school systems, and 


it's past time they were required to 
change their ways." He said it is the 
public school's basic responsibility to 
educate its students in reading, writ- 
ing and math skills before allowing 
them to graduate. 


High School Dist 211, covering the 


P a l a t i n e , Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg area, is the only North- 
west suburban high school district 
now considering giving proficiency 
tests on its own. The district is devel- 
oping survival tests in math and Eng- 
lish, which students will begin taking 
early in their high school career. If 
they, cannot pass the tests', they will 
enroll in courses that stress basic 
math and English skills. • 


The bill requiring college freshmen 


who have not taken a proficiency test 
to take one before they enter a public 
university or college is intended to 
"catch those students coming here 


from out-of-state. They should be able 
to meet our standards," Nimrod said. 


NIMROD SAID HE excluded com- 


munity colleges from these require- 
ments because few students from oth- 
er states would attend a community 
college. 


Nimrod said he has no specific tests 


in mind, only that they would cover 
simple reading and writing skills such 
as "reading a menu, and answering 
questionnaire-type forms." 


After researching proficiency tests 


in other states, including New York 
and California, Nimrod said he is con- 
fident these tests would be beneficial 
for Illinois students. 


"Illinois taxpayers are shouldering 


a huge burden for elementary and 
secondary education," he said. "They 
have a right to expect the public 
schools to provide at least a basic 
knowledge of necessary skills."

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Fragments of bygone era 
offer visitors view of past 


THE EXTERIOR of the Wheeling Historical Society Museum is quaint 


with Hi gas lamps and black shutters. The museum, 84 S. Milwaukee 
Ave., is the community's -first effort to preserve the past.

It's a modest collection of Wheel- 


ing's past: A turn-of-the-century fire 
wagon, a pickled rattlesnake and yel- 
lowing photographs are among the 
more interesting items. 


Visitors to the Wheeling Historical 


Society Museum, 84 S. Milwaukee 
Ave., can see bits and pieces of the 
village's past collected since the 
society moved into the building 10 
years ago. 


The compact, white-framed build- 


ing, built in 1894 as Wheeling's first 
village hall, was converted in 1967 
into the historical society's first mu- 
seum. 


THE WHEELING JUNIOR Wom- 


en's Club and other residents spent al- 
most a year renovating the structure 
which the historical society continues 
to lease from the village for a token 
$1 each year. 


Some of those residents have car- 


rid on the project, keeping a watch 
on the museum, taking school children 
on tours of its artifacts and tracking 
down long-time Wheeling residents for 
the donation of antiques. 


Marshall Balling is one of those his- 


torical society patrons who, at 67, 
spends a lot, of his time trying to keep 
the historical society and its museum 
alive. 


"I love to try and save the past be- 


cause it's disappearing so quickly, 
you know. But we have to pry dona- 
tions and information out of people — 
they are just so reluctant," Balling 
said. 


"WE HAVE DIFFICULTY trying to 


get people who will man the museum 
so that we can leave it open to the 
public more. Now we do it by appoint- 
ment because there is no other way. 
And I spend what tome I can collec- 
ting antiques for display here," he 
said. 


The one-room museum is high- 


lighted by remnants of the village hall 
which once was located there. 


The village's police chief and only 


full-time policeman sat in one corner 
of the room, his Buns and handcuffs 
hung on racks behind his desk.

several years ago, Balling said 


BRITTLE CERTIFICATES of births 


and deaths and black and white photo- 
graphs of old buildings and immi- 
grants who first settled in this former 
farming community line the walls of 
the museum. 


What is the future of the historical 


society? Well, Balling says people like 
himself aren't going to be around for- 
ever 


But, a pending agreement between 


the historical society and the Wheel- 
ing Park District will ensure the con- 
tinued existence of the historical col- 
lection, he said. 


A merger of the two groups would 


allow the park district to levy a non- 
referendum museum tax of up to 1.5 
cents per $100 assessed valuation to 
support the historical society mu- 
seum. 


Once that agreemnt is made and do- 


nations start coming in more regu- 
larly, Balling envisions an expansion 
of the museum. But "that's far in the

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Northwest Community OKs abortions

Northwest Community Hoepital's 


board of directors Tuesday voted to 
allow abortions to be performed in the 
first three months of pregnancy. 


Hospital Pres. Malcolm MacCoun 


said the vote reverses the hospital's 
previous policy of permitting abor- 
tions only in cases where the mother's 
life was endangered by the preg- 
nancy. 


MacCoun said the new policy was a 


reflection of community feeling that 


the hospital should make itself avail- 
able for the procedure when agreed 
upon by a woman and her doctor. 


"The reason for the policy change is 


the fact that a number of people feel 
a community hospital should serve 
the whole community," he said. 


"The majority of community hospi- 


tals in the area have been moving in 
this direction," he said. 


THE NEW POLICY does not mean 


"abortion on demand" at the hospital, 
MacCoun said. Nor doesj it make it 
mandatory for doctors and nurses of 


the hospital to participate in the oper- 
ation, he said. 


The decision opens the hospital's 


doors to those doctors and their 
patients wishing to have an abortion 
performed there, he said. 


"The hospital, per se, does not pro- 


vide the service in the case of abor- 
tions anymore than it does in the case 
of an appendix removal or hernia sur- 
gery," he said. 


Although abortions are now per- 


mitted at the hospital, he said it 
would "take a little while" for the 


procedures and technical aspects to 
worked out. 


The hospital's previous ban on abor- 


tions, except in life-threatening situ- 
ations, had been in effect prior.to the 
1973 ruling legalizing them by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


IN 1974, Lutheran General Hospital 


in Park Ridge became the first area 
hospital to allow abortions. 


At the same time, Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital reaffirmed its anti- 
abortion stance, although some doc- 


tors there had voted to permit the op- 
eration. 


The hospital's 1974 stand drew 


sharp criticism from State Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights. 


"Hospitals that do not permit a 


woman and her doctor to make a 
medical decision of this nature are 
not being responsive to the public 
they serve," Mrs. Chapman said at 
that time. 


She could not be reached for com- 


ment on the hospital's new policy. 


DOREEN ROHR, of the Society for 


the Preservation of Human Dignity, 
said of the hospital's announcement, 
"It saddens me. It makes it more con- 
venient for a woman to make a quick 
decision (she might later regret)." 
'. 


Mrs. Rohr said her organization, 


which operates a telephone counseling 
service for women considering abor? 
tions, will "intensify our efforts in of; 
fering alternatives to abortions." 


She said there would be no direct 


action or protest against the hospital. 


"We don't get involved in the politi- 


cal end of this," Mrs. Rohr said.

flight 625, originating at Providence, 
R.I.', with a stop at Kennedy Airport 
in New York.

For high school seniors 
Nimrod seeking 'survival' tests 


by PAMELA BIGFORD 


A bill requiring all Illinois high 


school seniors to pass proficiency 
tests in reading and writing before re- 
ceiving diplomas has been introduced 
into the Illinois Senate by State Sen. 
John J. Nimrod, R-Glenview. 


Nimrod also has introduced a com- 


panion measure imposing the same 
standard on freshmen enrolling in a 
public college or university other than 
a community college, who had not 
taken such a test in high school. 


Nimrod said he introduced these 


bills so the state would make sure stu- 
dents were graduating with the skills 
public school's should be teaching. 


"We're spending a lot of money to 


educate students in our universities at 
the remedial level," so graduation re- 
quirements set by individual school 
districts must not be high enough, 
Nimrod said, citing the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools as a major trouble spot. 


"HIGH SCHOOL graduates from 


Chicago and some of the Downstate 
districts enter college with no basic 
e d u c a t i o n skills," Nimrod said. 
"Some universities provide remedial 
reading courses, which is ludicrous at 
the university level. In other cases, 
the students who have been graduates 
from high school without learning

anything are in the same classes as 
educated students, pulling the classes 
down-to a high school level or worse." 


Nimrod noted that other high school 


graduates who cannot read or write* 
enter the working world only to fail jn 
"their jobs, their citizenship and their 
daily living."

While the bill now includes only 


reading and writing, Nimrod said he 
considers basic math skills equally 
important and plans to amend the bill 
to include math once it reaches the 
senate floor. 


NIMROD SAID IT is clear "there 


is something wrong with the priorities 
in some of our school systems, and 


it's past time they we're required to 
change their ways." He said it is the 
public school's basic responsibility to 
educate its students in reading, writ- 
ing and'math skills before allowing 
them to graduate. 


High School Dist. 211, covering the 


P a l a t i n e , Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg area, is the only North- 
west suburban high school district 
now considering giving proficiency 
tests on its own. The district is devel- 
oping survival tests in math and Eng- 
lish, which students will begin taking 
early in their high school career. If 
they cannot pass the tests, they will 
enroll in courses that stress basic 
math and English skills. 


The bill requiring college freshmen 


who have not taken a proficiency test 
to take one before they enter a public 
university or college is intended to 
"catch those students; coining here 


from out-of-state. They should be able 
to meet our standards," Nimrod said. 


NIMROD SAID HE excluded com- 


munity colleges from these require- 
ments because few students from oth- 
er states would attend a community 
college. 


Nimrod said he has no specific tests 


in mind, only that they would cover 
simple reading and writing skills such 
as "reading a menu, and answering 
questionnaire-type forms." 


After researching proficiency tests 


in other states, including New York 
and California, Nimrod said he is con- 
fident these tests would be beneficial 
for Illinois students. 


"Illinois taxpayers are shouldering 


a huge burden for elementary and 
secondary education," he said. "They 
have a right to expect the public 
schools to provide at least a basic 
knowledge of necessary skills."

Report for school board: 
'Unit panel doesn't reflect public'

The pro-con split of the Elk Grove 


Township Dist. 59 unit school district 
study committee should not be con- 
strued by the Dist. 59 board as repre- 
sentative of the feelings of the general 
public, according to _a majority re- 
port by the committee'to the board. 


The report, released Monday, urges 


the elementary school board to take 
the issue to the voters and stresses 
that the committee's 14 to 9 vote on 
the recommendation "should not be 
interpreted as an indication of the 
general public's feelings. The com- 
position of the committee negates that 
possibility." 


The report, which outlines the com- 


mittee's conclusions, states that the 
members were selected in part be- 
cause of their views on the unit dis- 
trict subject. Half of the original com- 
mittee was selected because of known 
biases on the subject with the number 
of members pro and con evenly di- 
vided. The other half of the com- 
mittee members' views were un- 
known. 


THE PROPOSED UNIT district 


would include Forest View and Elk 
Grove high schools in addition to the 
current Dist. 59 schools. It would 
place elementary and high schools un- 
der one administrator! and school 
board. Currently Dist. 59 is one of sev- 
en elementary districts in High School 
Dist. 214. 


Students living in the Dist. 59 area 


currently attending Rolling Meadows

Federal investigators are zeroing in 


on fund-raising efforts in connection 
with Gov.

tributions. 


The federal investigation centers 


around the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation decision to relocate its dis- 
trict offices from Chicago and Elgin 
to Woodfield Plaza, Golf and Mea- 
cham roads, Schaumburg. 


The relocation plan has drawn 


heavy criticism from some state legis- 
lators. It was revealed that the feder- 
al government has launched its own 
probe into the situation. 


INVESTIGATORS HAVE refused to 


comment on whether they are making 
Inquiries into another state lease 
agreement involving the same firm, 
J. Emil Anderson and Co. of Des 
Plaincs. which leased the Woodfield 
Plaza building to 1DOT. 


Lake County 
plan panel 
hires director 


Lane Kendig, 37, current director of 


community planning in Bucks County, 
Pa., was hired as the director of the 
Lake County Regional Planning Com- 
mission Tuesday. 


Comr. Eve Lee, who chaired the 


search committee for the new direc- 
tor, said more than 100 applications 
had been received for the post, and 
Kendig was chosen from interviews 
with the final six applicants. 


He will replace John K. Anderson, 


who waa asked to resign earlier this 
year because of administrative prob- 
lems. His salary will be set by the 
county board May it and he is ex- 
pected to start in mid-June. 


Kendig is a graduate of the Univer- 


sity of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 
He was in charge of promoting county 
planning i the 54 municipalitits in 
Bucks County. 


AN INNOVATIVE plan to preserve 


agricultural land at no cost to county 
government has been developed by 
Kendig, Mrs. Lee «aid. Under the 
plan, fanners are Issued coupons rep- 
resenting development rights to their 
land. If a developer proposes a devel- 
opment with a higher density Ulan 
zoning allows, Mrs. Lee said, the de- 
veloper must buy an equivalent num- 
ber of coupons from a nearby farmer. 
The farm land then would remain ag- 
ricultural, and would be reassessed to 
save the farmer taxes. 


Assistant State's Atty. Michael Sei- 


man commented that the procedure 
could be used in Lake County. 


The Anderson firm has leased to the 


secretary of state's office a site in the 
Woodfield Commons Shopping Center 
for a drive testing station. The site is 
near the IDOT office building. The 
driver testing facility leasing was 
handled by Sec. of State Michael 
Hewlett's office. 
"The new federal investigation is 
linked to an inquiry by the U. S. At- 
torney's 
office 
regarding 
another 


state office leasing controversy in- 
volving the Illinois Bureau of Employ- 
ment Securities. That department 
moved into new offices last year. 
Some legislators said the move was 
made because the owners of the build- 
ing were contributors to the Walker 
campaign. 


U. S. Atty. Samuel Skinner has re- 


fused to comment on the two-pronged 
investigation, but reliable 
sources 


have told The Herald that a federal 
grand jury has ordered the owners of 
the Schaumburg building, officials of 
Walker 1972 campaign and at least 
one construction subcontractor to pro- 
d u c e records regarding the in- 
vestigation by mid-May. 


STATE OFFICIALS HAVE defended 


the move to a legislative subcom- 
mittee investigating the situation. An 
IDOT spokesman told The Herald the 
federal government has not sought 
any state -records in their in- 
vestigation. 


"I don't even know why the federal 


government is involved-here. There 
were no federal funds used to lease 
the Schaumburg building," said Rich- 
ard Adorjan, an aide to IDOT Sec. 
Langhorne Bond. 


Several members of the Illinois 


House committee have admitted talk- 
ing to Skinner about the leasing of the 
two buildings. Lawmakers began fo- 
cusing attention on the buildings sev- 
eral weeks before the March 16 
primary. 


At the time, Gov. Walker defended 


the leasing arrangements and called 
the investigations "politically moti- 
vated." 


THE LEASE FOR the IDOT build- 


ing is $1.2 million per year. The state 
also is paying $1.6 million annually 
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for the employment services office. 


S t a t e R e p . Calvin Skinner, 


R-Crystal Lake, has said the state 
could have purchased the same build- 
ing for the money it is paying to lease 
the structure. 
; 


The state is paying approximately 


$5 per square foot for the 4,400- 
square-foot Woodfield Commons driv- 
er testing station, Ron Fox of Fox 
Butler Associates, Oak Park agents 
for the lease arrangement, said Mon- 
day. 


The figure is comparable to a lease 


for other Woodfield Commons space 
which was signed two years ago. 


An aide to Walker said federal in- 


vestigators have 
not 
subpoenaed 


records from either the Walker ad- 
ministration or the Dept. of General 
Services, which negotiated the lease 
arrangements for 1DOT. 


FEDERAL INVESTIGATORS al- 


ready have sought records from the 
Anderson firm, which owns the 
Schaumburg office building leased by 
the state. 


The investigators also have told offi- 


cials of the Anderson firm to provide 
any documents they have relating to 
the leasing of the state employment 
offices at 
910 S. Michigan. In- 


vestigators already have obtained 
records from the U. S. Dept. of Labor 
relating to leasing of that structure. 


Norton Kay, Walker's press aide, 


was somewhat surprised at reports of 
the federal investigation. 


"If you lease a building, then you 


are paying off for a political contribu- 
tion, if you buy a building then you 
are bailing out someone, and if you 
build a building then it is labeled a 
pork-barrel project," Kay said. 


The 
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Jack Martin, Forest View principal, 
said the "true" capacity of the school 
is 2,300. 


UNDER THE PROPOSED unit dis- 


trict, the school could have about 100 
fewer students than currently en- 
rolled. 


The proposed unit district also 


would have about the same per- 
centage of enrollment decline as the 
remaining portion of Dist.

The financial report states that 


"Dist 59 has a unique opportunity via 
reorganization to retain $3.5 to $4 mil- 
lion to the local area which heretofore 
subsidized the remaining portion of 
Dist. 214." Currently Dist. 59 supplies 
about 40 per cent of the tax base and 
27 per cent of the students in Dist.

The report

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Northwest Community OKs abortions 


by JOE SWICKARD 


Northwest Community Hospital's 


board of directors Tuesday voted to 
allow abortions to be performed in the 
first three months of pregnancy. 


Hospital Pres. Malcolm MacCoun 


said the vote reverses the hospital's 
previous policy of permitting abor- 
tions only in cases where the mother's 
life was endangered by the preg- 
nancy. 


MacCoun said the new policy was a 


reflection of community feeling that 


the hospital should make itself avail- 
able for the procedure when agreed 
upon by a woman and her doctor. 


"The reason for the policy change is 


the fact that a number of people feel 
a community hospital should serve 
the whole community," he said, 


"The majority of community hospi- 


tals in the area have been moving in 
this direction," he said. 


THE NEW POLICY does not mean 


"abortion on demand" at the hospital, 
MacCoun said. Nor does it make it 
mandatory for doctors and nurses of 


the hospital to participate in the oper- 
ation, he said. 


The decision opens the hospital's 


doors to those doctors and their 
patients wishing to have an abortion 
performed there, he said. 


"The hospital, per se, does not pro- 


vide the service in the case of abor- 
tions anymore than it does in the case 
of an appendix removal or hernia sur- 
gery," he said. 


Although abortions are now per- 


mitted at the' hospital, he said it 
would "take a little while" for the 


procedures and technical aspects to 
worked out. 


The hospital's previous ban on abor- 


tions, except in life-threatening situ- 
ations, had been in effect prior to the 
1973 ruling legalizing them by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


IN 1974, Lutheran General Hospital 


in Park Ridge became the first area 
hospital to allow abortions. 


At the same time, Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital reaffirmed its anti- 
abortion stance, although some doc- 


tors there had voted to permit the op- 
eration. 


The hospital's 1974 stand drew 


sharp criticism from State Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights. 


"Hospitals that do not permit a 


woman and her doctor to make a 
medical decision of this nature are 
not being responsive to the public 
they serve," Mrs. Chapman said at 
that time. 


She could not be reached for com- 


ment on the hospital's new policy. 


DOREEN ROHR, of the Society for 


the Preservation of Human Dignity, 
said of the hospital's announcement, 
"It saddens me. It makes it more con- 
venient for a woman to make a quick 
decision (she might later regret)." 


Mrs. 
Rohr said her organization, 


which operates a telephone counseling 
service for women considering abor- 
tions, will "intensify our efforts in of- 
fering alternatives to abortions." 


She said there would be no direct 


action or protest against the hospital. 


"We don't get involved in the politi- 


cal end of this," Mrs. Rohr said.

vehicle and plowing into the gas sta- 


tion and two other buildings. 


Mrs. Banfield said several of the 55 


passengers and crew who survived 
the wreck were in serious condition, 
most of them suffering severe burns. 


The three-engine jet, largest air- 


craft permitted to land on the 5,000- 
foot runway at Harry Truman Inter- 
national Airport, was 'American's 
flight 625, originating at Providence, 
R.I., 
with a stop at Kennedy Airport 


in New York. 


Civil Defense workers suspended 


their search of the wreckage about 7 
p.m. Chicago time, although they said 


some of the dead were still wedged in 
the fuselage of the aircraft, chopped 
in two by the crash. 


A Civil Defense spokesman said 


there was still a possibility that addi- 
tional bodies could be found in the de- 
stroyed buildings. They said the 
search would resume in the morning.

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Unit panel doesn't represent public: school report

The pro-con split of the Elk Grove 


Township Dlst. 59 unit school district 
study committee should not be con- 
strued by the Dlst. 59 board as repre- 
sentative of the feelings of the general 
public, according to a majority re- 
port by the committee to the board. 


The report, released Monday, urges 


the elementary school board to take 
the Issue to the voters and stresses 
that the committee's 14 to 9 vote on 
the recommendation "should not be 
interpreted as an indication of the 
general public's feelings. The com- 
position of the committee negates that 


possibility." 


The report, which outlines the com- 


mittee's conclusions, states that the 
members were selected in part be- 
cause of their views on the unit dis- 
trict subject. Half of the original com- 
mittee was selected because of known 
biases on the subject with the number 
of members pro and con evenly di- 
vided. The other half of the com- 
mittee members' views were un- 
known. 


THE PROPOSED UNIT district 


would include Forest View and Elk 
Grove high schools in addition to the 
current Dist. 59 schools. It would 


place elementary and high schools un- 
der one administrator! and school 
board. Currently Dist. 59 is one of sev- 
en elementary districts in High School 
Dist. 214. 


Students living in the Dist. 59 area 


currently attending Rolling Meadows 
High School would transfer to Forest 
View, although provisions might be 
made to allow these students the op- 
tion of which school they would at- 
tend, the report states. 


The report also states that Forest 


View would not have as severe an 
overcrowding problem as it is cur- 
rently experiencing. Dist. 214 has set 


the capacity for the high schools at 
2,500 students and Forest View has 
about 2,800. The report states that

In Walker's 1972 campaign 
Funding, office move link probed

Federal investigators are zeroing in 


on fund-raising efforts in connection 
with Gov. Daniel Walker's 1972 cam- 
palp to determine if the state leased 
an eight-story Schaumburg 
office 


building in return for campaign con- 
tributions. 


The federal investigation centers 


around the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation decision to relocate its dis- 
trict offices from Chicago and Elgin 
to Woodfleld Plaza, Golf and Mea- 
chara roads, Schaumburg. 


The relocation 
plan has drawn 


heavy criticism from some state legis- 
lators. It was revealed that the feder- 
al government has launched its own 
probe into the situation. 


INVESTIGATORS HAVE refused to 


comment on whether they are making 
inquiries into another state lease 
agreement involving the same firm, 
J. Emit Anderson and Co. of Des 
Flaines, which leased the Woodfield 
Plaza building to WOT. 


The Anderson firm has leased to the 


secretary of state's office a site in the 
Woodfleld Commons Shopping Center 


for a drive testing station. The site is 
near the IDOT office building. The 
driver testing facility leasing was 
handled by Sec. of State Michael 
Hewlett's office. 


The new federal investigation is 


linked to an inquiry by the U. S. At- 
torney's

regarding 
another 


state office leasing controversy in- 
volving the Illinois Bureau of Employ- 
ment Securities. That department 
moved into new offices last year. 
Some legislators said the move was 
made because the owners of the build- 
ing were contributors to the Walker 
campaign. 


U. S. Atty. Samuel Skinner has re- 


fused to comment on the two-pronged 
investigation, but reliable sources 
have told The Herald that a federal 
grand jury has ordered the owners of 
the Schaumburg building, officials of 
Walker 1972 campaign and at least 
one construction subcontractor to pro- 
d u c e records regarding the in- 
vestigation by mid-May. 


STATE OFFICIALS HAVE defended 


the move to a legislative subcom- 


mittee investigating the situation. An 
IDOT spokesman told The Herald the 
federal government has not sought 
any state records

were no federal funds used to lease 
the Schaumburg building," said Rich- 
ard Adorjan, an aide to IDOT Sec.

Low-income home report 
unverified by CHA heads 


Chicago Housing Authority officials 


Tuesday refused to confirm or deny 
published reports of a CHA survey 
that purportedly shows that industry- 
sponsored low-income bousing has the 
greatest chance of being accepted in 
the suburbs. 


Robert Lefley, housing authority 


said that the confidential survey 
would be turned over to the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Chicago if the court 
decided it wants to draw up a regional 
public housing plan. 


"We are not releasing any informa- 


tion, and I am not in a position to 
confirm or deny any press reports," 
Lefley said. "Results of the survey 
will be given to the court if it wants to 
consider a plan. If it doesn't, then 
what's the point?" 


LAST TUESDAY, THE U. S. Su- 


preme Court rated M that a federal 
court can order an area housing plan 
to relieve segregated housing in the 
city. The case was returned to U. S. 
District Court Judge Richard B. Aus- 
tin for further consideration. 


Austin ruled in 1969 that CHA was 


guilty of racial discrimination be- 
eauM it concentrated public housing 
on Chicago's South and West sides.

For high school seniors 
Nimrod seeking 'survival' tests

A bill requiring all Illinois high 


school seniors to pass proficiency 
tests in reading and writing before re- 
ceiving diplomas has been introduced 
into the Illinois Senate by State Sen. 
John J. Nimrod, R-Glenview. 


Nimrod also has introduced a com- 


panion measure imposing the same 
standard on freshmen enrolling in a 
public college or university other than 
a community college, who had not 
taken such a test in high school. 


Nimrod said he introduced these 


bills so the state would make sure stu- 
dents were graduating with the skills 
public school's should be teaching. 


"We're spending a lot of money to 


educate students in our universities at 
the remedial level," so graduation re- 
quirements set by individual school 
districts must not be high enough, 
Nimrod said, citing the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools as a major trouble spot. 


"HIGH SCHOOL graduates from 


Chicago and some of the Downstate 
districts enter college with no basic 
e d u c a t i o n skills," Nimrod said. 


"Some universities provide remedial 
reading courses, which is ludicrous at 
the university level. In other cases, 
the students who have been graduates 
from high school without learning 
anything are in the same classes as 
educated students, pulling the classes 
down to a high school level or worse." 


.Nimrod noted that other high school 


graduates who cannot read or write 
enter the working world only to fail in 
"their jobs, their citizenship and their 
daily living." 


While the bill now includes only 


reading and writing, Nimrod said he 
considers basic math skills equally 
important and plans to amend the bill 
to include math once it reaches the 
senate floor. 


NIMROD SAID IT is clear "there 


is something wrong with the priorities 
in some of our school systems, and 
it's past time they were required to 
change their ways." He said it is the 
public school's basic responsibility to 
educate its students in reading, writ- 
ing and math skills before allowing 
them to graduate. 


Sen. John 


High School LAst. 211, covering the 


P a l a t i n e , Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg area, is the only North- 
west suburban high school district 
now considering giving proficiency 
tests on its own. The district is devel- 
oping survival tests in math and Eng- 
lish, which students will begin taking 
early in their high school career. If 
they cannot pass the tests, they will 
enroll in courses that stress basic 
math and English skills. 


The bill requiring college freshmen 


who have not taken a proficiency test 
to take one before they enter a public 
university or college is intended to 
"catch those students coming here 
from out-of-state. They should be able 
to meet our standards," Nimrod said. 


NIMROD SAID HE excluded com- 


munity colleges from these require- 
ments because few students from oth- 
er states would attend a community 
college. 


Nimrod said he has no specific tests 


in mind, only that they would cover 
simple reading and writing skills such 
as "reading a menu, and answering 
questionnaire-type forms." 


After researching proficiency tests 


in other states, including New York 
and California, Nimrod said he is con- 
fident these tests would be beneficial 
for Illinois students. 


"Illinois taxpayers are shouldering 


a huge burden for elementary and 
secondary education," he said. "They 
have a right to expect the public 
schools to provide at least a basic 
knowledge of necessary skills."

Walker funds, office move link probed 


by STEVE BROWN 


Federal investigators are zeroing in 


on fund-raising efforts in connection 
with Gov. Daniel Walker's 1972 cam- 
paign to determine if the state leased 
an eight-story Schaumburg 
office 


building in return for campaign con- 
tributions. 


The federal investigation centers 


around the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation decision to relocate its dis- 
trict offices from Chicago and Elgin 
to Woodfleld Plaza, Golf and Mea- 
chatn roads, Schaumburg. 


The relocation plan has drawn 


heavy criticism from some state legis- 
lators. It was revealed that the feder- 
al government has launched its own 
probe into the situation. 


INVESTIGATORS HAVE refused to 


comment on whether they are making 


inquiries into another state lease 
agreement involving the same firm, 
J. Emit Anderson and Co of Des 
Plaines, which leased the Woodfield 
Plaza building to IDOT. 


The Anderson firm has leased to the 


secretary of state's office a site in the 
Woodfield Commons Shopping Center 
for a drive testing station. The site is 
near the IDOT office building. The 
driver testing facility leasing was 
handled by Sec. of State Michael 
Hewlett's office 


The new federal investigation is 


linked to an inquiry by the U. S. At- 
torney's office regarding another 
state office leasing controversy in- 
volving the Illinois Bureau of Employ- 
ment Securities. That department 
moved into new offices last year. 
Some legislators said the move was 


made because the owners of the build- 
ing were contributors to the Walker 
campaign. 
1 


U. S. Atty. Samuel Skinner has re- 


fused to comment on the two-pronged 
investigation, but reliable sources 
have told The Herald that a federal 
grand jury has ordered the owners of 
the Schaumburg building, officials of 
Walker 1972 campaign and at least 
one construction subcontractor to pro- 
d u c e records regarding the in- 
vestigation by mid-May. 


STATE OFFICIALS HAVE defended 


the move to a legislative subcom- 
mittee investigating the situation. An 
IDOT spokesman told The Herald the 
federal government has not sought 
any state records in their in- 
vestigation. 


"I don't even know why the federal 


government is involved here. There 
were no federal funds used to lease 
the Schaumburg building," said Rich- 
ard Adorjan, an aide to IDOT Sec. 
Langhorne Bond 


Several members of the Illinois 


House committee have admitted talk- 
ing to Skinner about the leasing of the 
two buildings. Lawmakers began fo- 
cusing attention on the buildings sev- 
eral weeks before the March 16 
primary. 
\t the time, Gov. Walker defended 


the leasing arrangements and called 
the investigations "politically moti- 
vated." 


THE LEASE FOR the IDOT build- 


ing is $1.2 million per year. The state 
also is paving $1.6 million annually 
for the employment services office. 


S t a t e Rep. Calvin Skinner, 


R-Crystal Lake, has said the state 
could have purchased the same build- 
ing for the money it is paying to lease 
the structure 


The state is paying approximately 


f5 per square foot for the 4.400- 
square-foot Woodheld Commons driv- 
er testing station, Ron Fox of Fox 
Butler Associates. Oak Park agents 
for the lease arrangement, said Mon- 
day. 


The figure is comparable to a lease 


for other Woodfield Commons space 
which was signed two years ago 


An aide to Walker said federal in- 


vestigators have 
not subpoenaed 


records from either the Walker ad- 
ministration or the Dept. of General 
Services, which negotiated the lease 
arrangements for IDOT. 


FEDERAL

Anderson firm, which owns

Schaumburg office building leased by 
the state. 


The investigators also have told offi- 


cials of the Anderson firm to provide 
any documents they have relating to 
the leasing of the state employment

vestigators already have obtained 
records from the U. S. Dept. of Labor 
relating to leasing of that structure. 


Norton Kay, Walker's press aide, 


was somewhat surprised at reports of 
the federal investigation. 


"If you lease a building, then you 


are paying off for a political contribu- 
tion, if you buy a building then you 
are bailing out someone, and if you 
build a building then it is labeled a 
pork-barrel project," Kay said.

Thomas, Virgin Islands (UPI) — An 
American Airlines Boeing 727 tourist 
jetliner missed its landing approach, 
overshot a runway, crashed into a gas 
station and exploded Tuesday, killing 
34 persons. 


Henlen Banfield, administrator of 


Knud Hansen Hospital, said rescuers 
discovered the bodies of 33 persons in 
the tangled and burned wreckage. 


Another person xm the ground was 


killed by the plane as it lurched 
across a highway smashing a passing 
vehicle and plowing into the gas sta- 


tion and two other buildings 


Mrs. Banfield said several of the 55 


passengers and crew who survived 
the wreck were in serious condition, 
most of them suffering severe burns. 


The three-engine jet, largest air- 


craft permitted to land on the 5,000- 
toot runway at Harry Truman Inter- 
national 
Airport, was American's 


flight 625, originating at Providence, 
R.I, with a stop at Kennedy Airport 
in New York. 


Civil Defense workers suspended 


their search of the wreckage about 7

'Survival' test sought 
for high school seniors 


by PAMELA BIGFORD 


A bill requiring all Illinois high 


school seniors to pass proficiency 
tests in reading and writing before re- 
ceiving diplomas has been introduced 
into the Illinois Senate by State Sen. 
John J. Nirarod, R-Glenview. 


Nimrod also has introduced a com- 


panion measure imposing the same 
standard on freshmen enrolling in a 
public college or university other than 
a community college, who had not 
taken such a test in high school. 


Nimrod said he introduced these 


bills so the state would make sure stu- 
dents were graduating with the skills 
public school's should be teaching. 


''We're spending a lot of money to 


educate students in our universities at 
the remedial level," so graduation re- 
quirements set by individual school 
districts must not be high enough, 
Nimrod said, citing the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools as a major trouble spot. 


"HIGH SCHOOL graduates from 


Chicago and some of the Downstate 
districts enter college with no basic 
e d u c a t i o n skills," Nimrod said. 
"Some universities provide remedial 
reading courses, which is ludicrous at 
the university level. In other cases, 
the students who have been graduates 
from high school without learning 
anything are in the same classes as 
educated students, pulling the classes 
down to a high school level or worse." 


Nimrod noted that other high school 


graduates who cannot read or write 
enter the working world only to fail in 
"their jobs, their citizenship and their 
daily living." 


While the bill now includes only 


reading and writing, Nimrod said he 
considers basic math skills equally 
important and plans to amend the bill 
to include math once it reaches: the 
senate floor.

NIMROD SAID IT is clear "there 


is something wrong with the priorities 
in some of our school systems, and 
it's past time they were required to 
change their ways." He said it is the 
public school's basic responsibility to 
educate its students in reading, writ- 
ing and math skills before allowing 
them to graduate. 


High School J'Ast. 211, covering the 


P a l a t i n e , Hotfman Estates and 
Schaumburg area, is the only North- 
west suburban high school district 
now considering giving proficiency 
tests on its own. The district Is devel- 
oping survival tests in math and Eng- 
lish, which students will begin taking 


early in their high school career. If 
they cannot pass the tests, they will 
enroll in courses that stress basic 
math and English skills. 


The bill requiring college freshmen 


who have not taken a proficiency test 
to take one before they enter a public 
university or college is intended to 
"catch those students coming here 
from out-of-state They should be able 
to meet our standards," Nimrod said.

Now I'm looking for my 
permanency in life," the 72-year-old 
chief said with a smile Tuesday. 


The search for Calderwood's re- 


placement will begin 
immediately 


with the selection process expected to 
take 8 to 10 weeks," Village Mgr. L. 
A. Hanson said. 


"WE HOPE to have a replacement 


as near as possible to July 30," Han- 
son said.' 


Calderwood's official letter of resig- 


nation ends months of speculation 
about his plans for retiring.

allow abortions to be performed in the 
first three months of pregnancy. 


Hospital Pres. Malcolm MacCoun 


said the vote reverses the hospital's 
previous policy of permitting abor- 
tions only in cases where the mother's 
life was endangered by the preg- 
nancy. 


MacCoun said the new policy was a 


reflection of community feeling that 


the hospital should make itself avail- 
able for the procedure when agreed 
upon by a woman and her doctor. 


"The reason for the policy change is 


the fact that a number of people feel 
a community hospital should serve 
the whole community," he said. 


"The majority of community hospi- 


tals in the area have been moving in 
this direction." he said. 


THE NEW POLICY does not mean 


"abortion on demand" at the hospital, 
MacCoun said. Nor does it make it 
mandatory for doctors and nurses of 


the hospital to participate in the oper- 
ation, he said. 


The decision opens the hospital's 


doors to those doctors and their 
patients wishing to have an abortion 
performed there, he said. 


"The hospital, per se, does not pro- 


vide the service in the case of abor- 
tions anymore than it does in the case 
of'an appendix removal or hernia sur- 
gery," he said. 


Although abortions are now per- 


mitted at the hospital, he said it 
would "take a little while" for the 


procedures and technical aspects to 
worked out. 


The hospital's previous ban on abor- 


tions, except in life-threatening situ- 
ations, had been in effect prior to the 
1973 ruling legalizing them by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


IN 1974, Lutheran General Hospital 


in Park Ridge became the first area 
hospital to allow abortions. 


At the same time, Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital reaffirmed its anti- 
abortion stance, although some doc- 


tors there had voted to permit the op- 
eration. 


The hospital's 1974 stand drew 


sharp criticism from State Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights. 


"Hospitals that do not permit a 


woman and her doctor to make a 
medical decision of this nature are 
not being responsive to the public 
they serve," Mrs. Chapman said at 
that time. 


She could not be reached for com- 


ment on the hospital's new policy. 


DOREEN ROHR, of the Society for 


the Preservation of Human Dignity, 
sakl of the hospital's announcement, 
"It saddens me. It makes it more conr 
venient for a woman to make a quick 
decision (she might later regret)."

34 killed in Virgin Islands air crash

Thomas, Virgin Islands (UPI) — An 
American Airlines Boeing 727 tourist 
jetliner missed its landing approach, 
overshot a runway, crashed into a gas 
station and exploded Tuesday, killing 
34 persons. 


Henlen Banfield, administrator of 


Knud Hansen Hospital, said rescuers 
discovered the bodies of 33 persons in 
the tangled and burned wreckage. 


Another person on the ground was 


killed by the plane as it lurched 
across a highway smashing a passing 
vehicle and plowing into the gas sta- 


tion and two other buildings. 


Mrs. Banfield said several of the 55 


passengers and crew who survived 
the wreck were in serious condition, 
most of them suffering severe burns. 


The. three-engine jet, largest air- 


craft permitted to land on the 5.000- 
t'oot runway at Harry Truman Inter- 
national Airport, was American's 
flight 625, originating at Providence, 
R.I., with a stop at Kennedy Airport 
in New York. 


Civil Defense workers suspended 


their search of the wreckage about 7 
p.m. Chicago time, although they said 


some of the dead were still wedged in 
the fuselage of the aircraft, chopped 
in two by the crash. 


A Civil Defense spokesman said 


there was still a possibility that addi- 
tional bodies could be found in the de- 
stroyed buildings. They said 
the 


search would resume in the morning. 


The plane carried 81 passengers, 


among them three infants, and seven 
crew members.

'Survival' test in reading, writing asked by Nimrod 


by PAMELA BIGFOKD 


A bill requiring all Illinois high 


school seniors to pass proficiency 
tests In reading and writing before re- 
ceiving diplomas has been introduced 
into the Illinois Senate by State Sen. 
John 3. Nimrod, R-Glcnview. 


Nimrod also has introduced a com- 


panion measure imposing the same 
standard on freshmen enrolling in a 
public college or university other than 
a community college, who had not 
taken such a test in high school. 


Nimrod said he introduced these 


bills so the state would make sure stu- 
dents were graduating with the skills 
public school's should be teaching. 


"We're spending a lot of money to 


educate students in our universities at 
the remedial level," so graduation re- 
quirements set by individual school 
districts must not be high enough, 
Nimrod said, citing the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools as a major trouble spot. 


"HIGH SCHOOL graduates from 


Chicago and some of the Downstate 


Sen. John 
Nimrod 


districts enter college with no basic 
e d u c a t i o n skills," Nimrod said. 
"Some universities provide remedial 
reading courses, which is ludicrous at 
the university level. In other cases, 
the students who have been graduates 
from high school without learning 
anything are in the same classes as 
educated students, pulling the classes 
down to a high school level or worse." 


Nimrod noted that other high school 


graduates who cannot read or write 
enter the working world only to fail in 
"their jobs, their citizenship and their 
daily living " 


While the bill now includes only 


•reading and writing, Nimrod said he 
considers basic math skills equally 
important and plans to amend the bill 
to include math once it reaches the 
senate floor. 


NIMROD SAID IT is clear "there 


is something wrong with the priorities 
in some of our school systems, and 
it's past time they were required to 
change their ways." He said it is the 
public school's basic responsibility to 
educate its students in reading, writ- 
ing and math skills before allowing 
them to graduate. 


High School I/ist. 211, covering the 


P a l a t i n e , Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg area, is the only North- 
west suburban high school district 
now considering giving proficiency 
tests on its own. The district is devel- 
oping survival tests in math and Eng- 


lish, which students will begin taking 
early in their high school career. If 
they cannot pass the tests, they will 
enroll in courses that stress basic 
math and English skills. 


The bill requiring college freshmen 


who have not taken a proficiency test 
to take one before they enter a public 
university or (College is intended to

Township votes to form 
emergency flu force 


Palatine Township wants to be 


ready should the federal government 
decide to sponsor a mass innoculation 
of swine flu vaccination. 


The township auditors approved a 


resolution to form "an emergency 
preparedness task force" comprised 
of township municipalities, agencies 
and organizations. The task force 
would develop a plan to administer 
the vaccination to township residents. 


The township plans to invite repre- 


sentative* from the park districts, 


school districts, nurses clubs, area 
hospitals and several other health and 
community services agencies to join 
the group. 


The resolution was prompted by a 


study suggested at a board meeting 
earlier this month. That study showed 
Cook County Dept. of Public Health 
would welcome the township task 
force. Dept. spokesmen told the audi- 
tors Palatine was the first township to 
offer the department help with the 
proposed innoculation program. 


Township OKs 2 budgets;

The Palatine Township Board of 


Auditors has approved a tentative 
budget of $375,000 and a general assis- 
tance budget of $82,660 for fiscal 1976- 
77. 


The budgets will be discussed at a 


public bearing at 8 p.m. May 27 at the 
township hall, 37 N. Plum Grove Rd. 


Major items in the proposed town 


fund include $147,000 for the township 
youth committee, which funds such 
programs as The Bridge and the Re- 
gional Youth Services Bureau. 


Other items include $20,000 for the 


Palatine Township Senior Citizens 
Council, $15,000 for public information 
and $3,300 for cemetery maintenance. 


The largest item in the proposed 


general assistance fund is $63,450 for 
home relief, which includes $40,000 for 
food and $20,000 in rental payments. 


The auditors have projected receiv- 


ing $235,000 in federal revenue sharing 
funds and have proposed spending 
$80,000 for health services, $80,000 for 
social services, $15,000 for the poor 
and aged, $30,000 for capital ex- 
penditures and $10,000 each for public 
safety and environmental protection.

"They 
have a right to expect the public 
schools to provide at least a basic 
knowledge of necessary skills."

Arlington police chief to resign

Police Chief L. W. Calderwood 


Tuesday submitted his resignation ef- 
fective July 30 after 18 years at the 
helm of the Arlington Heights Police 
Dept. 


Calderwood, who joined the Arling- 


ton Heights Police Dept. in January 
1958, will have completed 48 years of 
police work when he retires. 


"I took a job as a policeman for a 


temporary job 48 years ago when I 
was an undergrad at Northwestern 
University. Now I'm looking for my 
permanency in life," the 72-year-old 
chief said with a smite Tuesday. 


The search for Calderwood's re- 


placement will begin immediately 
with the selection process expected to 
take 8 to 10 weeks," Village Mgr. L. 
A. Hanson said. 


"WE HOPE to have a replacement 


as near as possible to July 30," Han- 
son said. 


Calderwood's official letter of resig- 


nation ends months of speculation 
about his plans for retiring. 


He said the announcement 


"shouldn't be a surprise. "I told Mr. 
Hanson last fall that I would retire in 
July," Calderwood said. 


Calderwood took the Arlington 


Heights post in 1958 after serving on 


the Evanston Police Dept. for 29 
years. At that time, the Arlington 
Heights Police Dept. was housed in 
several rooms at the old village hall 
located where the Vail Avenue Jewel 
food store now stands. 


IN HIS LETTER of resignation, 


Calderwood cites various programs 
implemented during his 18-year ten- 
ure at Arlington Heights. They include 
the Northwest Police Academy, the 
Metropolitan Narcotics and Dan- 
gerous Drugs Enforcement Group 
(MEG), the Northwest Central Dis- 
patch System, the department's juve- 
nile division and its Uplift and high 
school counselor programs, and the 
Police 
Magistrate 
Court System, 


which places the judge on salary by 
agreement with the village board'. 


"Throughout my career, I have al- 


ways felt that the primary duty of any 
police department is to protect and to 
serve with integrity. I feel that I have 
competently fulfilled this dual respon- 
sibility during my long career in the 
field of law enforcement, as well as 
during my 18 years with the Arlington 
Heights Police Dept. as Chief," Cal- 
derwood's letter states.

Calderwood Tuesday drew praise 


from Hanson and Village Pres. James

His programs have been very in- 
novative and creative," Hanson said. 


"We have a police force second to 


none, and I think he is largely respon- 
sible. The community certainly owes 
him a tremendous debt of gratitude," 
Ryan said. 


Housing report unverified by CHA 


Chicago Housing Authority officials 


Tuesday refused to confirm or deny 
published reports of a CHA survey 
that purportedly shows that induatry- 
sponsored low-income housing has the 
greatest chance of being accepted in 
the suburbs. 


Robert Lefley, housing authority 


said that the confidential \ survey 
would be turned over to the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Chicago If the court 
decides it wants to draw up a regional 
public housing plan. 


"We are not releasing any informa- 


tion, and I am not in a position to 
confirm or deny any press reports," 
Lefley said. "Results of the survey 


will be given to the court if it wants to 
consider a plan. If it doesn't, then 
what's the point?" 


LAST TUESDAY, THE U. S. Su- 


preme Court ruled M that a federal 
court can order an area housing plan 
to relieve segregated housing in the 
city. The case was returned to U. S. 
District Court Judge Richard B. Aus- 
tin for further consideration. 


Austin ruled In 1969 that CHA was 


guilty of racial discrimination be- 
cause it concentrated public housing 
on Chicago's South and West sides. 


Lefley said initial results of the 


study were tabulated last October. 
Mid-America Appraisal and Research 


Corp., Chicago, was paid $121,900 to 
conduct the survey. 


CHA confirmed in January that Elk 


Grove Village was among the suburbs 
that would be studied because of its 
large industrial park. But Lefley said 
Tuesday, "I would suggest that Elk 
Grove was probably not among the 
areas surveyed in the first phase." 


News reports quoting an unnamed 


CHA source Tuesday said that subur- 
ban "opinion leaders" believed their 
communities were not prepared for 
public housing, but that residents 
might be more receptive to low-in- 
come housing if it was backed by a 
local employer. 


High School would transfer to Forest 
View, although provisions might be 
made 'to allow these students the op- 
tion of which school they would at- 
tend, the report states 


The report also states that Forest 


View would not have as severe an 
overcrowding problem as it is cur- 
rently experiencing. Dist. 214 has set 
the capacity for the high schools at 
2,500 students and Forest View has 
about 2,800. The report states that 
Jack Martin, Forest View principal, 
said the "true" capacity of the school 
is 2,300. 


UNDER THE PROPOSED unit dis- 


trict, the school could have about 100 
fewer students than currently en- 
rolled. 


The proposed unit district 
also 


would have about the same per- 
centage of enrollment decline as the 
remaining portion of Dist. 214 accord- 
ing to the report, although it states 
that "critics of the formation of a unit 
district contended that the forecasted 
declining enrollment will be hastened 
in the remaining portion of Dist. 214." 


Points made about improvements 


for the education programs under a 
unit district include: 


• The ability to offer the same cur- 


riculum currently offered at the two 
high schools. 


• Provisions 
for "better 
arti- 


culation and continuity" for a kinder- 
garten through 12th grade program, 
although "there is no guarantee." 


• Improved local control on school 


financing and decisions on education 
programs. 


• A common school calendar and 


philosophy on education. 


• A good tax base for providing 


education funds. 


The Dist. 59 board plans to discuss 


the report at the board meeting at 8 
p.m. Monday at the administration 
center, 2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd., 
Arlington Heights. 


The financial report states that 


"Dist. 50 has a unique opportunity via 
reorganization to retain $3.5 to $4 mil- 
lion to the local area which heretofore 
subsidized the remaining portion of 
Dist. 214." Currently Dist. 59 supplies 
about 40 per cent of the tax base and 
27 ,per cent of the students in Dist. 
214. 


The report also discusses con- 


troversy that developed over the bias 
of the consultants and committee 
members and over the administrative 
abilities in Districts 59 and 214. 


It states that Thomas Guy, chair- 


man, said the consultants were "not 
to be impartial but to give guidance 
as a result of their professional expe- 
rience " 


The report also states criticism 


was directed toward the financial re- 
port because it failed to take into ac- 
count a $19 million surplus Dist. 214 
currently has when a deficit of about 
$38 million was computed for the dis- 
trict by the 1980-81 school year. The 
report states that even with the cur- 
rent surplus the high school district 
would have a deficit within the next 
five years which might jeopardize the 
current education programs in Dist. 
214.

courses in sculpture and fix things 
around his house at 2073 S. Linden 
Ln., Palatine. 


"I imagine there will be some 


nights when I'll charge home and say 
I have to go to a meeting," Sundling 
said, remembering the hours spent on 
Dist. 15 business. "That mailbox is 
going to be half empty now." 


It wasn't always so. When Sundling 


began on the board, Dist. 15 had only 
three schools with slightly more than 
1,000 pupils. Today, it has 21 schools 
with 11.900 pupils. 


Sundling arches his bushy eyebrows 


and looks off into the distance as he 
remembers the changes he has seen 
in the district. 


"WHEN WE CAME OUT here in 


1947, Palatine was generally regarded 
as a truck farming community. There 
was a lot of resistance from the farm 
folk as to what building schools would 
do to their tax bills," he recalls. 


"We wen always kind of broke," 


Sundling said about Dist. 15 in the 
1930s. Collecting bids, selling bonds, 
convincing voters to pass referen- 
dums were all part of his job as he 
helped guide the district through its 
period of expansion. 


Sundling said be is proud "that 


Dist. 15 is presently recognized n one 


of the outstanding elementary school 
districts in Illinois." 


But he also admits there was often 


criticism along the way. 


"THERE ARE THOSE who will say 


from time to time that everything the 
board has done is wrong," Sundling 
said. "But as long as you keep the 
goals and objectives of the district in 
mirid and make an honest effort to 
achieve them, the job is being done in 
the right way. 


"One of the accomplishments of 


Dist. 15 is that we've had such tre- 
mendous support from the commu- 
nity. Since formation of the district 
(in 1945) we have never lost a referen- 
dum — we must have been doing the 
job in the right way," Sundling said. 


Although Dist. 15 has taken up 


much of Sundling's time, his civic in- 
volvement does not stop there. He 
was one of the founders of Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. He organized the Plum 
Grove-Woodlands Sanitary District in 
1962, and has served as its president 
since then. 


"Whenever you speak out loud and 


strong you inevitably become the 
chairman," Sundling said. 


Sundling decided to retire from the 


Dist. 15 board when business pressur- 
es and doctors' advice made him de- 
cide to "replace myself." 


"If I was going to do a good Job at 


anything I had to concentrate on it, 
and not spread myself thin," he said. 
"I'd rather walk out of toe job at 
Dist. 15 than be carried out." 


Instead, Sundling will be "honored 


out" of his leading role in Dist. 15 at 
an open house Sunday sponsored by 
the Dist. 15 board. The open house in 
honor of Sundling will take place from 
2 to 4 p.m. in the administration build- 
ing, 505 S. Quentin Rd., Palatine.

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Northwest Community OKs abortions 


by JOE SWICKARD 


Northwest Community Hospital's 


board of directors Tuesday voted to 
allow abortions to be performed in the 
first three months of pregnancy. 


Hospital Pres. Malcolm MacCoun 


said the vote reverses the hospital's 
previous policy of permitting abor- 
tions only In cases where the mother's 
life was endangered by the preg- 
nancy. 


MacCoun said the new policy was a 


reflection of community feeling that 


the hospital should make itself avail- 
able for the procedure when agreed 
upon by a woman and her doctor. 


"The reason for the policy change is 


the fact that a number of people feel 
a community hospital should serve 
the whole community," he said. 


"The majority of community hospi- 


tals in the area have been moving in 
this direction," he said. 


THE NEW POLICY does not mean 


"abortion on demand" at the hospital, 
MacCoun said. Nor does it make it 
mandatory for doctors and nurses of 


the hospital to participate in the oper- 
ation, he said. 


The decision opens the hospital's 


doors to those doctors and their 
patients wishing to have an abortion 
performed there, he said. 


"The hospital, per se, does not pro- 


vide the service in the case of abor- 
tions anymore than it does in the case 
of an appendix removal or hernia sur- 
gery," he said. 


Although abortions are now per- 


mitted at the hospital, he said it 
would "take a little while" for the 


procedures and technical aspects to 
worked out. 


The hospital's previous ban on abor- 


tions, except in life-threatening situ- 
ations, had been in effect prior to the 
1973 ruling legalizing them by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


IN 1974, Lutheran General Hospital 


in Park Ridge became the first area 
hospital to allow abortions. 


At the same time, Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital reaffirmed its anti- 
abortion stance, although some doc- 


tors there had voted to permit the op- 
eration. 


The hospital's 1974 stand drew 


sharp criticism from State Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights. 


"Hospitals that do not permit a 


woman and her doctor to make a 
medical decision of this nature are 
not being responsive to the public 
they serve," Mrs. Chapman said at 
that time. 


She could not be reached for com- 


ment on the hospital's new policy. 


DOREEN ROHR, of the Society for 


the Preservation of Human Dignity, 
said of the hospital's announcement, 
"It saddens me. It makes it more con- 
venient for a woman to make a quick 
decision (she might later regret)." 


Mrs. Hohr said her organization, 


which operates a telephone counseling 
service for women considering abor- 
tions, will "intensify our efforts in of- 
fering alternatives to abortions." 


She said there would be no direct 


action or protest against the hospital. 


"We don't get involved in the politi- 


cal end of this," Mrs. Rohr said.

Sundling was appointed to the board 


In 19SO to fill a vacancy. His wife, 
Dorothy, was Involved in the PTA and 
"other people, knowing how involved 
she was, came to take a look at me," 
Sundling said. 


Mrs. Sundling also has put in more 


than 20 years of service to Dist. 15 as 
director of food services. 


"When the head of the cafeteria 


system abruptly walked out on us, 
Dottie pitched In on a temporary 
basis," Sundling said. "She got to like

Parks weighing street 
upgrade, tennis courts 


The addition of four lighted tennis 


courts and street improvements at 
Eagle Park are being considered by 
the Palatine Park Board. 


The tennis courts were deleted last 


November from the original plans for 
the five-acre park at Home Avenue 
and Oak Street because of a projected 
$62,000 deficit caused by delays on the- 
$420,000 park construction. The cost of 
the tennis courts was estimated at 
$25,000 at that time. 


Fred Hall, park director, Tuesday 


told the board construction of the 
swimming pool and bathhouse at the 
park is on schedule and it might be 
possible to construct the tennis courts 
this year. He said preliminary esti- 
mates from an architect indicated 
construction costs of the tennis courts 
would be slightly higher if the board 
waited another year. 
> 


HALL SAID he would meet with 


representatives of Bergman Construc- 
tion Co., general contractors for the 
park, to see if the tennis courts could 
still be constructed for the original 
$25,000 cost. 


The board also tentatively agree to 


pay approximately $2,000 for improve- 
ments on Oak Street adjacent to the 
park. 


Palatine Township Highway Comr. 


Robert Bergman wrote to the board 
that revised estimates for the cost of 


improving the west side of Oak Street 
including the installation of asphalt 
paving, curbs and gutters is $22,000. 
This is a reduction of $18,000 from the 
original estimate of $40,000. Bergman 
said the township would be willing to 
finance half the cost of the road im- 
provements and pay all engineering 
costs 


COMR. THOMAS Patten said Berg- 


man previously had indicated the 
township could come up with $20,000 
for the improvements 


"If they are telling us completion ot 


the street will only cost $22,000 . . . 
the park district probably could find 
$2,000 and let Mr. Bergman come up 
with the $20,000, as he said he would," 
Patten said. 


Patten was directed by the park 


board to meet with Bergman and tell 
him that although the board did not 
believe it should be required to make 
the street improvements, it would be 
able to fund $2,000 of the improve- 
ments.

Thomas, Virgin Islands (UPI) — An 
American Airlines Boeing 727 tourist 
jetliner missed its landing approach, 
overshot a runway, crashed into a gas 
station and exploded Tuesday, killing 
34 persons. 


Henlen Banfield, administrator of 


Knud Hansen Hospital, said rescuers 
discovered the bodies of 33 persons in 
the tangled and burned wreckage. 


Another person on the ground was 


killed by the plane as it lurched 
across a highway smashing a passing 
vehicle and plowing into the gas sta- 


tion and two other buildings. 


Mrs. Banfield said several of the 55 


passengers and crew who survived 
the wreck were in serious condition, 
most of them suffering severe burns. 


The three-engine jet, largest air- 


craft permitted to land on the 5,000- 
foot runway at Harry Truman Inter- 
national Airport, was American's 
flight 625, originating at Providence, 
R.I., with a stop at Kennedy Airport 
in New York. 


Civil Defense workers suspended 


their search of the wreckage about 7 
p m. Chicago time, although they said 


some of the dead were still wedged in 
the fuselage of the aircraft, chopped 
in two by the crash. 


A Civil Defense spokesman said 


there was still a possibility that addi- 
tional bodies could be found in the de- 
stroyed buildings. They said the 
search would resume in the morning.. 


The plane carried 81 passengers, 


among them three infants, and seven 
crew members.

Jones to seek extension 
in fire pact negotiations 


Palatine Village Pres. Wendell 


Jones will seek a 30-day extension in 
contract negotiations with the Pala- 
tine Rural Fire Protection District. 


This year's contract between the 


rural district and the village fire de- 
partment ends April 30. The village 
board approved the extension Monday 
night after Jones reported difficulty in 
reaching agreement on length of the 
contract. 


Jones said the rural district wants a 


one-year contract while the village 
wants at lest a three-year contract.

A bill requiring all Illinois high 


school seniors to pass proficiency 
tests in reading and writing before re- 
ceiving diplomas has been introduced 
into the Illinois Senate by State Sen. 
John J. Nimrod, R-Glenview. 


Nimrod also has introduced a com- 


panion measure imposing the same 
standard on freshmen enrolling in a 
'public college or university other than 
a community college, who had not 
taken such a test in high school. 


Nimrod said he introduced these 


bills so the state would make sure stu- 
dents were graduating with the skills 
public school's should be teaching. 


"We're spending a lot of money to 


educate students in our universities at 
the remedial level," so graduation re- 
quirements set by individual school 
districts must not be high enough, 
Nimrod said, citing the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools as a major trouble spot. 


"HIGH SCHOOL graduates from 


Chicago and some of the Oownstate 
districts enter college with no basic 
e d u c a t i o n skills," Nimrod said. 
"Some universities provide remedial 
reading courses, which is ludicrous at 
the university level. In other cases, 
the students who have been graduates 
from high school without learning 
anything are in the same classes as 
educated students, pulling the classes 
down to a high school level or worse." 


Nimrod noted that other high school 


graduates who cannot read or write 
enter- the working world only to fail in 
"their jobs, their citizenship and their 
daily liting." 


While the bill now includes only 


reading and writing, Nimrod said he 
considers basic math skills equally 
.important and plans to amend the bill 
to include math once it reaches the 
senate floor. 


NIMROD SAID IT is clear "there 


is something wrong with the priorities 
in some of our school systems, and 
it's past time they were required to 
change their ways." He said it is the 
public school's basic responsibility to 
educate its students in reading, writ- 
ing and math skills before allowing 
them tb graduate. 


High School IVlst. 211, covering the 


P a l a t i n e , Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg area, is the only North- 
west suburban high school district 
now considering giving proficiency 
tests on its own. The district is devel- 
oping survival tests in math and Eng- 
lish, which students will begin taking 
early in their high school career. If 
they cannot pass the tests, they will 


enroll in courses that stress basic 
math and English skills. 


The bill requiring college freshmen 


who have not taken a proficiency test 
to take one before they enter a public 
university or college is intended to 
"catch those students coming here 
from out-of-state. They should be able 
to meet our standards," Nimrod said. 


NIMROD SAID HE excluded com- 


munity colleges from these require- 
ments because few students from oth- 
er states would attend a community 
college.

Arlington police chief to resign

Police Chief L. W. Calderwood 


Tuesday submitted his resignation ef- 
fective July 30 after 18 years at the 
helm of the Arlington Heights Police 
Dept. 


Calderwood, who joined the Arling- 


ton Heights Police Dept. in January 
1958, will have completed 48 years of 
police work when he retires. 


"I took a job as a policeman for a 


temoorary job 48 years ago when I 
was. an undergrad at Northwestern 
University. Now I'm looking for my 
permanency in life," the-72-year-old 
chief said with a smile Tuesday. 


The search 'for Calderwood's re- 


placement will begin immediately 
with the selection process expected to 
take 8 to 10 weeks," Village Mgr. L. 
A. Hanson said. 


"WE HOPE to have a,replaeement 


as near as possible to July 30," Han- 
son said. 


Calderwood's official letter of resig- 


nation ends months of speculation 
about his plans for retiring. 


He said the 
announcement 


"shouldn't be a surprise. "I told Mr. 
Hanson last fall that I would retire in 
July," Calderwood said. 


Calderwood 
took the 
Arlington 


Heights post in 1958 after serving on 


the Evanston Police Dept. for 29 
years. At that time, the Arlington 
Heights Police Dept. was housed in 
several rooms at the old village hall 
located where the Vail Avenue Jewel 
food store now stands. 


IN HIS LETTER of resignation, 


Calderwood cites various programs 
implemented during his 18-year ten- 
ure at Arlington Heights. They include 
the Northwest Police Academy, the 
Metropolitan 
Narcotics 
and Dan- 


gerous Drugs Enforcement Group 
(MEG), the Northwest Central Dis- 
patch System, the department's juve- 
nile division and its Uplift and high 
school counselor programs, and the 
Police Magistrate 
Court 
System, 


which places the judge on salary by 
agreement with the village board. 


"Throughout my career, I have al- 


ways felt that the primary duty of any 
police department is to protect and to 
serve with integrity. I feel that I have 
competently fulfilled this dual respon- 
sibility during my long career in the 
field of law enforcement, as well as 
during my 18 years with the Arlington 
Heights Police Dept. as Chief," Cal- 
derwood's letter states.

Housing report unverified by CHA 


Chicago Housing Authority officials 


Tuesday refused to confirm or deny 
published reports of a CHA survey 
that purportedly shows that industry- 
sponsored low-income housing has the 
greatest chance of being accepted in 
the suburbs. 


Robert Lefley, housing authority 


said that the confidential survey 
would be turned over to the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Chicago if the court 
decides it wants to draw up a regional 
public housing plan. 


"We are not releasing any informa- 


tion, and I am not in a position to 
confirm or deny any press reports," 
Lefley said. "Results of the survey 


will be given to the court if it wants to 
consider a plan. If it doesn't, then 
what's the point?", 


LAST TUESDAY, THE U. S. Su- 


preme Court ruled 8-0 that a federal 
court can order an area housing plan 
to relieve segregated housing in the 
city. The case was returned to U. S. 
District Court Judge Richard B. Aus- 
tin for further consideration. 


Austin ruled in 1969 that CHA was 


guilty of racial discrimination be- 
cause it concentrated public housing 
on Chicago's South and West sides, v 


Lefley said initial results of the 


study were tabulated last October. 
Mid-America Appraisal and Research 


Corp, Chicago, was paid $121,900 to 
conduct the survey. 


CHA confirmed in January that Elk 


Grove Village was among the suburbs 
that would be studied because of its 
large industrial park. But Lefley said 
Tuesday, "I would suggest that Elk 
Grove was probably not among the 
areas surveyed in the first phase."

CHA source Tuesday said that subur- 
ban "opinion leaders" believed their 
communities were not prepared for 
public housing, but that residents 
might be more receptive to low-in- 
come housing if it was backed by a 
local employer.

U. S. Atty. Samuel Skinner has re- 


fused to comment on the two-pronged 
investigation, but reliable sources 
have told The Herald that a federal 
grand jury has ordered the owners of 
the Schaumburg building, officials of 
Walker 1972 campaign and at least 
one construction subcontractor to pro- 
d u c e records regarding the in- 
vestigation by mid-May. 


STATE OFFICIALS HAVE defended

It wasn't always so. When Sundling 


began on the board, Dist. 15 had only 
three schools with slightly more than 
1.000 pupils. Today, it has 21 schools 
with 11.900 pupils. 


Sundling arches his bushy eyebrows 


and looks off into the distance as he 
remembers the changes he has seen 
in the district. 


"WHEN WE CAME OUT here in 


1W7, Palatine was generally regarded 
as a truck farming community. There 
was a lot of resistance from the farm 
folk as to what building schools would 
do to their tax bills," he recalls. 


"We were always kind of broke," 


Sundling said about Dist. 15 in the 
1950s. Collecting bids, selling bonds, 
convincing voters to pass refsren- 
thims were all part of his job as he 
helped guide the district through its 
period of expansion. 


Sundllng said he Is proud "that 


Dist. U is presently recognized as one 


of the outstanding elementary school 
districts in Illinois." 


But he also admits there was often 


criticism along the way. 


"THERE ARE THOSE who will say 


from time to time that everything the 
board has done is wrong," Sundling 
said. "But as long as you keep the 
goals and objectives of the district in 
mind and make an honest effort to 
achieve them, the job is being done in 
the right way. 


"One of the accomplishments of 


Dist. 15 is that we've had such tre- 
mendous support from the commu- 
nity. Since formation of the district 
(in 1945) we have never lost a referen- 
dum — we must have been doing the 
job in the right way," Sundling said. 


Although Dist. 15 has taken up 


much of Sundling's time, his civic in- 
volvement does not stop there. He

Northwest 
Community Hospital's 


hoard of directors Tuesday voted to 
allow abortions to be performed in the 
first three months of pregnancy. 


Hospital Pres. Malcolm MacCoun 


said the vote reverses the hospital's 
previous policy of permitting abor- 
tions only In cases where the mother's 
life was endangered by the preg- 
tiancy. 


MacG'oun said the new policy was a 


reflection of community feeling that 


the hospital should make itself avail- 
able for the procedure when agreed 
upon by a woman and her doctor. 


"The reason for the policy change .is 


the fact that a number of people feel 
a community hospital should serve 
the whole community," he said. 


"The majority of community hospi- 


tals in the area have been moving in 
tin's direction," he said. 


THE NEW POLICY does not mean 


"abortion on demand" at the hospital, 
MacCoiin said. Nor does it make it 
mandatory for doctors and nurses of 


the hospital to participate in the oper- 
ation, he said. 


The decision opens the hospital's 


doors to those doctors and their 
patients wishing to have an abortion 
performed there, he said. 


"The hospital, per se, does not pro- 


vide the service in the case of abor- 
tions anymore than it does in the case 
of an appendix removal or hernia sur- 
gery," he said. 


Although abortions are now per- 


mitted at the hospital, he said' it 
would "take a little while" for the 


procedures and technical aspects to 
worked out. 


The hospital's previous ban on abor- 


tions, except in life-threatening' situ- 
ations, had been in effect prior to the 
1973 ruling legalizing them by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


IN 1974, Lutheran General Hospital 


in Park Ridge became the first area 
hospital to allow abortions. 


At the same time, Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital reaffirmed its anti- 
abortion stance, although some doc- 


tors there had voted to permit the op- 
eration. 


The hospital's 1974 stand drew 


sharp criticism from State Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights. 


"Hospitals that do not permit a 


woman and her doctor to make a 
medical decision of this nature are 
not being responsive to the public 
they serve," Mrs. Chapman said at 
that time. 


She could not be reached for com- 


ment on the hospital's new policy.

chert's absence, cast the dissenting 
vote. 


Teichert. in exercising his veto pow- 


er last Friday for the first time since 
he became mayor in 1969, had said he 
justified his action based on what he 
believed was an inadequate appro- 
priation for library expenses next 
year. He had contended the $357,100 
allocated in the budget for library op- 
erations was not enough for maintain- 
ing the new and larger library facil- 
ity, scheduled to open in October at 
Central Road and Main Street. 


IN HIS VETO message, Teichert 


stated, " . . . I cannot in good con- 
science accept (it) as being proper or 
beneficial for the community, to wit: 
the appropriation of $357,100 for li- 
brary operating expenses." The li- 
brary board had asked for a $478,595 
budget, which the village board de- 
nied, and Library Board Pres. John 
Parsons, in a letter April 25, asked 
Teichert to reconsider current mone- 
tary woes facing the library. 


Prior to the decision to override the 


veto, Richardson said the library's 
stock of books, tapes, films and other 
inventory items would decrease and 
the library board consequently would 
return next year with even larger 
budget requests. 


"We could prolong the inevitable 


through board action or referendum,'' 
Richardson said. Similar budget prob- 
lems "will come back to haunt us 
next year," he said. , 


A motion to reconsider the village 


budget to include additional library 
operational funds failed earlier Tues- 
day evening. 


TRUSTEE Edward B. Rhea Jr. said 


the current village board does not 
have a moral obligation to provide ex- 
pajided library funds just because the 
new library is there as a result of an- 
other village board's action. 


"While I agree with the mayor the 


budget is not a perfect document, and 
I. favor somewhat additional funding 
for the library, I would oppose cutting 
other items to provide that funding," 
Rhea said. "I personally support an 
increase in library funds, but that 
does not mean I do not support the 
budget as it now stands." 


Recognizing 
Teichert's 
symbolic 


veto action, Trustee Michael H. Min- 
ton said, "This is the first time the 
trustees have engaged in an open 
clash with the mayor. It's historic. If 
the first shot must be fired here, let's 
do it." 


Trustee Leo Floras said it is a mis- 


take "to give the library board a 
blank check to operate the library. 


"This board (the village board) and 


other duly elected boards and councils 
in the suburban community have got 
to learn how.to say no when it conies 
to increasing spending, and we can 
start right here with the library," he 
said.

According to statistics prepared by 
the NFP'CA, one of every 50,000 
people in the United States dies each 
year from fire. Canada rates' second 
highest in fire fatalities with one per 
every 100,000 people. Japan and Italy 
share the bottom of the list with one 
per million and one per three million 
fire deaths each year respectively. 


Jackson said the important aspect 


of fire education is to get the facts out 
to the people. "That's where all fire 
starts," he said. "We teach them 
what they're doing wrong and how 
they can stop it. And if they cant stop 
it... How to escape it." 


He said one unique feature of Mount 


Prospect's program is that "we go 
into the schools with audio-visual aids 
and the fire department instructors 
and teach fire knowledge. Fire safety 
and prevention is like math. It is 
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something that has to be learned." 


JACKSON SAID instructors in the 


program teach children how smoke 
and heat rises and how to avoid it. 
"We show them how to roll on the 
floor to keep their clothes from catch- 
ing fire and also how to feel through 
smoke for the doors and escape 
through the windows." 


High rise instruction is offered to 


residents of multifamily dwellings 
who must depend on the fire escapes 
rather than jumping out windows, 
Jackson said. 


Ever man on the force is involved 


in fire education, Jackson said. "We 
like to intermingle with the citizens 
and teach them about smoke detec- 
tors, first aid and fire and water safe- 


ty . . . we try to destroy the well- 
known myths concerning fire pre- 
vention." 


More than 200 participants from Illi- 


nois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Min-

'Survival' test asked by Nimrod

A bill requiring 


school seniors to 
tests in reading and writing before re- 
ceiving diplomas has been introduced 
into the Illinois Senate by State Sen. 
John J. Nimrod, R-Glenview. 


Nimrod also has introduced a com- 


panion measure imposing the same 
standard on freshmen enrolling in a 
public college or university other than 
a community college, who had not 
taken such a test in high school. 


Nimrod said he introduced these 


bills so the state would make sure stu- 
dents were graduating with the skills 
public school's should be teaching. 


"We're spending a lot of money to 


educate students in our universities at 
the remedial level," so graduation re- 
quirements set by individual school 
districts must not be high enough, 
Nimrod said, citing the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools as a major trouble spot. 


"HIGH SCHOOL graduates, from 


Chicago and some of the Downstate 
districts enter college with no basic 
e d u c a t i o n skills," Nimrod said. 
"Some universities provide remedial 
reading courses, which is ludicrous at 
the university level. In other cases, 
the students who have been graduates 
from high school without learning 
anything are in the same classes as 
educated students, pulling the classes 
down to a high school level or worse." 


Nimrod noted that other high school 


graduates who cannot read or write 
enter the working world only to fail in 
"their jobs, their citizenship and their 
daily living." 


While the bill now includes only 


reading and writing, Nimrbd said he 
considers basic -math skills equally 
important and plans to amend the bill 
to include math once it reaches the 
senate floor. 


NIMROD SAID IT Is clear "there 
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is something wrong with the priorities 
in some of our school systems, and 
it's past time they were required to 
change their ways." He said it is the 
public school's basic responsibility to 
educate its students in reading, writ- 
ing and math skills before allowing 
them to graduate.
